Lift Duty From Gifts 


Sent in by Servicemen 


The proposed legislation to exempt 
gifts sent into the United States by mem- 
bers of the armed forces serving over- 
seas reached Congress this week after 
approval by the Bureau of the Budget. 

Senator Reynolds, of N. C., promptly 
introduced the bill as 8. 2851. 

The War and Treasury Departments 
had collaborated in preparing the legis 
lation, as previously stated in the Army 
AND NAVY JOURNAL. 

Senator Wiley, of Wis., last week in- 
troduced a measure which would exempt 
gifts sent in by service personnel up to 
$100 in value. The departmental bill ex- 
empts gifts not exceeding $50 value. 

In his request for enactment of the 
bill, Secretary of War Stimson declared : 

“The purpose of the proposed legisla 
tion is to provide for the entry of so much 
of any shipment of bona fide gifts as does 
not exceed $50 in value without the pay- 
ment of customs duties, charges or exac 
tions or internal revenue taxes for the 
duration of the present war and six 
months thereafter when such gifts are 
sent by members of the armed forces on 
duty abroad. 

“It has come to the attention of the 
War Department,” Mr. Stimson con- 
tinued, “that while gifts sent from Amer 
ican soldiers in the British Isles to rela 
tives and friends here at home are not 
subject to British export license require 
ments, they remain subject to the United 
States customs regulations. Collection of 
the fees from the American senders in 
the British Isles has been found to be 
impracticable. As a consequence, the 
recipients of the presents in the United 
States are required to pay the customs 
charges on the articles received. The 
problem is not confined to gifts sent by 
members of the Army stationed in the

“It is anticipated that during the 
Christmas season many gifts sent by 
members of our armed forces to relatives 
and friends will not reach intended 
donees if the donees are required to pay 
customs duties pursuant to existing law. 

“The proposed measure will not resuit 
in an increase in administrative expenses 
but will involve the loss of revenue rela 
tively negligible in amount.” 

Text of the proposed bill is as follows: 

Be it enacted, etc., That under such regu 
lations as the Secretary of the Treasury shall 
prescribe, so much of any shipment as does 
not exceed $50 in value shall be admitted into 
the United States or its territories or pos- 
sessions free of all customs duties, charges, 
or exactions, or internal revenue taxes im 
posed upon or by reason of importation, if 
there is filed in connection with the entry sat- 
isfactory evidence that the articles for which 
free entry is claimed are bona fide gifts from 
a member of the armed forces of the United 
States on duty outside the continental limits 
of the United States. 

Sec. 2. Thig act shall be effective with re- 
spect to articles entered for consumption or 
withdrawn from warehouse for consumption 
on or after the day following the date of its 
enactment and before the expiration of six 


months after the termination of the present 
war as determined by proclamation 
President.

Navy Air Admirals 


While the Senate this week confirmed 
the promotions of seven Navy flying cap- 
tains to be temporary rear admirals, its 
Appropriations Committee refused to ap- 
prove the action of the House last week 
in removing the limitation on the num- 
ber of flying flag officers. 

The committee recommended that the 
present limit of 23 air admirals be in 
ereased to 45. The House had taken all 
limits off the number of admiral flyers. 

The Senate committee was rather hos- 
tile to the proposal that the limit on the

Referring to the proposal, Senator 
Overton, of La., remarked, “We have

Rear Adm. E. G. Allen, Navy budget 
officer explained, “The primary reason is 
that the aviation organization has been 
expanding so fast that we are continu 
ally running up against this limitation. 
You have raised it several times.

Raise Nurses Pay 


l’inal action on legislation to raise the 
pay of Army nurses, scheduled to be taken 
by the House Military Affairs Committee 
this week, has been delayed by the com- 
mittee’s unexpected receipt of emergency 
legislation to reduce draft ages. 

A preliminary hearing was held by the 
committee last week, at which War De- 
partment representatives stated that they 
would like to offer amendments to the 
bill. The department was given a week in 
which to do so, and appeared before the 
committee this week with a proposed sub- 
stitute bill. 

The committee spent the morning of 13 
Oct. on the bill and scheduled a final vote 
for the next day, but was faced with the 
draft bill instead. 

The department’s proposal would give 
greater latitude to the Army in the fixing 
of the rates of nurses pay and would pro- 
vide for taking dieticians and physio- 
therapists into the Army. 

The Army had criticised the Edmiston 
bill, H.R. 7633, as presenting administra 
tive complications. It was pointed out 
that if nurses were given the rankg pro- 
posed in the bill, there would be one 
colonel, the superintendent ; 68 lieutenant 
colonels, the assistant superintendents ; 
only three majors, the directors, no cap 
tains, for there are no assistant directors ; 
668 first lieutenants, chief nurses, and 16,- 
000 second lieutenants, head nurses and 
nurses, 

The Army substitute would pay nurses 
at the rates provided for Regular Army 
officers without dependents, from the 
sixth to the first pay periods. Female 
dieticians and physical therapy person- 
nel would be paid at rates from the third 
to the first pay periods. 

The superintendent of the Army nurse 
corps would receive pay of the sixth 
(colonel’s) pay period. Certain designated 
assistant superintendents and directors 
would have relative rank and pay of lieu- 
tenant colonels and majors, the other as- 
sistant superintendents and assistant

Signs Army Promotion 
Bill; Back Pay Possible 


The President 14 Oct. approved 
legislation which will enable every 
Army officer promoted since 7 Dec. 1941 
to enter upon his new rank and receive 
appropriate pay and allowances from the 
date of issuance of the promotion order. 

The new law, 8S. 2685, also relieves of- 
ficers from executing a new oath of office 
each time they are promoted. 

It is believed that hundreds of officers 
wil! receive additional back pay by rea- 
son of the act. 

The law states that “every officer of 
the Army of the United States, or any 
component thereof, promoted to a higher 
grade at any time after 7 Dec. 1941 shall 
be deemed for all purposes to have ac- 
cepted his promotion to higher grade 
upon the date of the order announcing it.” 

This language probably will be con- 
strued by Army finance officials to cover 
all promotions ordered on or after 7 Dec. 
1941, and, since in the majority of such 
promotions, periods from a day or two to 
several months have elapsed between is- 
suance of the promotion order and ac- 
ceptance of the promotion in each case, 
the officers so promoted probably will be 
entitled to recover the pay of the higher 
grade for such periods. 

There is, of course, no official decision 
qn this matter as yet. 

The War Department already has put 
the new law into effect. Promotion 
orders issued since 14 Oct. have carried 
the notation “effective from date ef this 
ofder” and “oath not required.” 

Two major objectives are accomplished 
the legislation which is permanent 


by 
law. 

On the one hand an immense amount 
of paper work will be saved in the Ad- 
jutant General's Office which will no 
longer have to prepare oaths of office on 
each promotion and check to see that ac- 
ceptances are received, 

The officers will benefit by receiving the 
pay and allowances from the day the pro- 
motion order is issued, instead of from 
the date they receive the oath of office 
and accept the promotion, In the case of 
an officer killed after his promotion is 
ordered but before he can accept the ad 
vancement, his beneficiary will receive a 
death gratuity based on the higher rank 
instead of the lower rank. 

Text of the new law follows: 

Be it enacted, etc., That every officer of the 
Army of the United States, or any component 
thereof, promoted to a higher grade at any 
time after 7 Dec, 1941, shall be deemed for all 
purposes to have accepted his promotion to 
higher grade upon the date of the order an- 
nouncing it unless he shall expressly decline 
such promotion, and shall receive the pay and 
allowances of the higher grade from such date 
unless he is entitled under some other provi 
sion of law to receive the pay and allowances 
of the higher grade from an earlier date. Bo 
such officer who shall have subseribed to the 
oath of office required by section 1757, Re- 
vised Statutes, shall be required to renew 
such oath or to take a new oath upon his 
promotion to a higher grade, if his service 
after the taking of such an oath shall have 
been continuous.

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Editors’ Elated At Occupation of Important Andreanof Islands 


ROM the Navy Department in Washington this week came further reports of our 

forces’ continuing offensive operations in the Solomons and in the Aleutians. 
The two actions were not unrelated and editors were quick to point the effects both 
might have in the prosecution of the war. While the following comment essentially 
concerns our occupation of the Andreanof Islands in the Aleutians, there is included 
reference to the Solomons attack, which Admiral King says “marks our first assump- 
tion of the initiative and the offensive.” 

“With the occupation by American forces of the Andreanof Islands in the Aleu- 
tian chain,” the Greenville, 8S. C., News says, “and the establishment of bases there 
within 125 miles of the Jap positions on Kiska Island, it seems hardly likely that the 
Nipponese will be able to maintain their toehold in that vicinity very much longer.” 

So holds the Norfolk, Va., Virginian-Pilot, which says: “Everything reported 
about our occupation of the Andreanof Islands in the chain of the Aleutians indicates 
that this was an important step taken by a large force and designed to lead to 
further important steps.” The Virginian-Pilot continues: “The immediate implica- 
tions are inescapable. We are crowding in on Kiska and Attu and Aggatu, all of 
which are now subject to constant air attack and none of which has shown in recent 
weeks the capacity to more than defend itself mildly. So negative has been the 
Japanese record there that (unless they are deceiving us) a reasonable supposition 
is that the new Andreanof bases are designed not only for dealing with the Japanese 
positions in the Rat Islands but are also looking farther toward the Kamchatka 





Peninsula and toward the long tongue of the Japanese Kurile Islands.” 

The Boston, Mass., Globe relates: “It will be noted that organized thrust down 
the Aleutian Archipelago by the American forces is being synchronized with activity 
of increased liveliness in the Solomon Islands in the South East Pacific and with a 


forward movement of Gen. MacArthur’s forces in New Guinea.

Two Lt. Gens. Named 


Two major generals of the Army of 
the United States were nominated to the 
Senate this week for promotion to lieu- 
tenant general in the Army of the United 
States and a colonel in the Army of the 
United States was named for advance- 
ment to brigadier general in the Army 
of the United States.

“The Rising Sun appears to have gone down again over Attu and Aggatu,” the New 
York Herald Tribune comments, declaring that this is “gratifying but scarcely sig 
nificant, as they were virtually worthless, anyway. It is Kiska, with the good harbor, 
more space for airfields and better situated for harrying the sea routes to Siberia 
that is the important position.” The Herald Tribune concluded by noting that “jt 
is possible the Japanese are finding the Aleutian adventure not worth what it is cogt. 
ing them,” 

The Washington Times-Herald and New York News say in identical editorialg: 
“The Aleutians, northern buttress of our entire Pacific defense line, will not be gafe 
until the Japanese are thrown all the way out of there.

West Point, N. Y.—The United States 
Military Academy this week marked the 
140th anniversary of the first West Point 

duation on 12 Oct. but was too busy 
preparing young men as leaders of our 
fighting Army to pause for any special 
observance. 

There was the usual Monday classroom 
and laboratory activity at West Point, 
and at Stewart Field—“The Wings of 
West Point’”—some 175 members of the 
dass which will graduate 1 June con- 
tinned their basic flying training. 

Just 140 years ago Joseph G. Swift and 
simon M. Levy went forth as the first 
gaduates of the Military Academy, 
which had been established by an Act of 
(Congress only seven months before, on 16 
March 1802. Swift, who had a brilliant 
nilitary record, is considered the first 
gaduate of West Point. He later served 
as Superintendent of the Military Acad- 
emy from 1812-1814. 

All in all, including the class which 
gaduated last 29 May, West Point has 
gaduated since 1802 a total of 12,663 
Cadets into the Army. More than half of 
these graduates are now on active duty 
with the Army of the United States 
throughout the world. 

Maj. Gen. F. B. Wilby, USA, Superin- 
tendent of the Academy, in a statement 
to the ARMy AND Navy JourNnat this 
week said : 

“The mission of the United States 
Military Academy at West Point has not 
changed since it was founded in 1802, and 
itremains the same today as it was dur- 
ing the period of the Mexican War, Civil 
War, Spanish-American War and the first 
World War. Its record has proved the 
wisdom of the founders of our country 
and of the United States Army during 
the above periods of the life of our coun- 
try. 
“During the period of all of the above 
Wars with the exception of the first 
World War, the course of instruction at 
West Point was maintained on the four- 
year basis. However, in the last war, due 
to the fact that our Reserve Corps had 
not been built up to its present propor- 
tions, the course at the Military Academy 
was reduced below that figure. In fact, 
one Class was only here for a period of ap- 
proximately eighteen months. It was gen- 
erally felt in the Service that this was a 
nistake, 

‘During the present emergency the 
tourse of instruction at West Point has 
een reduced to three years, and this is 
the minimum course believed adequate 
for maintaining of West Point standards 
throughout the Army to meet other emer- 
fencies that our country may have to 
face in preparing for future wars.” 

It is interesting to recall at this time 
me opinions of West Point as ex- 
pressed by our highest statesmen, mili- 
lary leaders, and educators: 

Extract from a letter written by Winfield 
feott, 25 July 1860, to Lieutenant Ives, Secre- 
a the U. 8.

bring to mind the Military Academy at West 
Point. I believe that the great service which 
it has rendered the country was never more 
conspicuous than it has been during the past 
two years. The faithful and efficient services 
of its graduates since the declaration of war 
with Spain have more than repaid the cost of 
the institution since its foundation, They have 
been too few in number and most heavily 
burdened.” 

Extract from address of Theodore Roose- 
velt at the Centennial Exercises, U. 8. Mili- 
tary Academy, 11 June 1902: 

“This institution has completed its first 
hundred years of life. During that century 
no other educational institution in the land 
has contributed so many names as West 
Point has contributed to the honor roll of 
the nation’s greatest citizens.” 

Extract from a letter written by Newton 
D. Baker, 27 March 1928, to Major General 
William R. Smith, Superintendent, U.S.M.A. 

“In the World War, West Point again 
demonstrated its supreme value to the coun- 
try in the hour of need. Our great overseas 
army was made and led by West Point men 
and the incredible swiftness with which it 
was trained for its great task is a tribute to 
the fineness of the raw material and also to 
the leadership generated by West Point. In 
all walks of life character is the indispensa- 
ble basis of enduring success. West Point 
does many things for its men, but the high- 
est quality it gives them is character and in 
the emergency of the World War, our suc- 
cess rested upon the character of our leaders. 
It, therefore, finally rested upon West Point.” 

Extracts from a letter from General John 
J. Pershing, 11 January 1929: 

“What the Academy stands for has always 
been my guide throughout my military ca- 
reer, and to have approached the high ideals 
of duty, honor and service to the country that 
are the real spirit of West Point, has to me 
a meaning that nothing else has. The 
longer I live, and the further I have gone on 
in the service, the more I reverence the 
things that inspire the heart and soul of 
young men at West Point. 

“IT can only add that West Point has again, 
in this war, demonstrated its usefulness and 
justified itself a hundred times over in fur- 
nishing to this great American Army in Eu- 
rope the splendid men who have served here 
in the old West Point spirit.” 

Extract from letter of Sir Alfred Zimmern, 
Professor of International Relations of Ox- 
ford, England, to the Professor of Economics 
and Government, U.S.M.A., dated 28 December 
1938. 

“To me West Point has been both a 
a surprise and an inspiration. It was a sur- 
prise because I am forced to confess that I 
had not expected to find in a military instl- 
tution such intellectual keenness, such an 
open-minded and critical interest in problems 
lying outside what used to be considered 
and are still, I fear, too often considered— 
to lie beyond the sphere of the professional 
soldier. Considering the extent of the ground 
to be covered in the more essential military 
studies, one would not have been surprised to 
find the problems of the contemporary world 
dealt with in a routine manner contrasting 
with their treatment in leading University 
Centers. It was all the more delightful to 
discover a group of teachers full of enthusi 
asm, eager to keep up with the latest de 
velopments in their many sided subjects, and 
to present them to their students in the most 
helpful and stimulating form. 

“Having visited a great many Universities 
in the United States in the last twenty years, 
I should like to testify to the fact that I have 
seldom, if ever, encountered a group of stu 
dents who struck me as having been better 
disciplined intellectually for the study of in 
ternational politics. The discussion that fol 
lowed my lecture was one of the best that I 
have had with students of university rank 
anywhere and it confirms me in the view I 
have long held—namely, that concentration 
on exact studies, such for instance as engi 
neering, is an excellent preparation for the 
study of international relations and the best 
antidote to the vagueness and sentimentalism 
that has been such an obstacle to the study 
of the subject during the last twenty years 

“All this was an inspiration, but a still 
greater inspiration was the atmosphere of 
West Point as a whole. The blend of the 
physical, the intellectual and the moral in 
the life of the place, together with the power 
of a great tradition, and the sense of a com 
mon purpose in the present, ig at once quint 
essentially American but very different from 
anything that I have ever encountered in this 
country. I am more than grateful to you for 
this enrichment to my experience.” 





Medical Program Announced 

Dr. Frederick C. Smith, former Medi- 
cal Director with the United States Pub 
lic Health Service, has been appointed 
Medical Director of a new War Depart 
ment civilian medical program. Under the 
plan, civilian employees in Washington 
will be provided with five services: first 
aid, prompt treatment by the USPHS for 
disability or disease due to employment ; 
medical advice to obtain proper treatment 
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from a private physician for disease or 
disability not due to employment ; physi- 
eal examinations; and education pro- 
grams. 





Army-Navy Cooperation 
“Essential” 


Declaring that “the United States Gov- 
ernment does not pay the officers of the 
Army and Navy to fight with each other,” 
Secretary of War Stimson this week took 
prompt action to silence a retired Army 
officer who had taken issue with the pub- 
lished views of a navy admiral. Secretary 
Stimson declared that “an atmosphere of 
mutual respect and cooperation between 
the Army and Navy” is “essential to the 
successful prosecution of the war.” 

The Army officer concerned was Col. 
Hugh J. Knerr, formerly an outstanding 
pilot and at one time Chief of Staff to 
Gen, Frank Andrews, then commanding 
general of the GHQ Air Force, forerun- 
ner of the present Army Air Forces. 
Colonel Knerr was graduated from the 
U. 8S. Naval Academy in 1908, and served 
three years as an ensign in the Navy. He 
was commissioned in the Army in 1911. 

The Navy officer was Admiral ‘Thomas 
©. Hart, USN-Ret., a member of the Navy 
General Board, who wrote a series of 
two articles for the Saturday Evening 
Post, in which he opposed a separate air 
force and urged that the Navy's juris- 
diction be broadened by extending Navy 
air operations to include operations from 
land fields. 

Mr. Stimson, asked by newspaper men 
whether he had any comment to make 
on Colonel Knerr’s statements, replied 
“the United States Government does not 
pay the oflicers of its Army and Navy to 
fight with each other in time of war; it 
pays them to fight with the common ene- 
my in full and harmonious cooperation 
with each other. Colonel Knerr, although 
retired, is still in the pay of the United 
States and as a retired officer is subject 
to call of duty in time of war.” 

When asked whether he had any com- 
ment upon the article of Admiral Hart, 
the Secretary replied, “No, it would be 
quite as inappropriate for me to comment 
on Admiral Hart as it was for Colonel 
Knerr, Admiral Hart is not in my juris- 
diction. He is in the jurisdiction of my 
friend and colleague, the Secretary of 
the Navy, who can be counted on to take 
any action if it is necessary.” 

Admiral Hart’s Views 

In his articles in the Saturday Hvening 
Post, Admiral Hart wrote: “The only 
real fettering that the Navy Air has ex- 
perienced is the restriction under which 
it may use combat planes on wheels only 
from carriers, not from aerodromes on 
land. The one thing that is required is 
entire freedom to use landing fields; that 
is a very essential ‘unfettering.’” 

Admiral Hart stated that “the Japs 
showed us an example of high-quality 
amphibious war, in which troops, ships 
and aircraft were splendidly co-ordinated, 
both in plan and in execution, The air- 
craft were Jap navy planes, flying from 
acrodromes, We never recognized any 
save navy types of planes, and all their 
airmen whom we captured belong to the 
navy. In fact, we have seen and heard 
so little of Jap army air power that one 
can only conelude that it has not taken 
a very forward part. Such is the solution 
of this, problem by a nation which has 
shown itself very adept at amphibious 
war.” 

Speaking of the efficiency of Naval air 
operations in the Philippines, Admiral 
Hart wrote, “Being seamen as well as 
airmen, when our patrol planes saw some- 
thing they always knew what kind of 
ship they saw. They didn’t report a fish- 
ing boat as a large transport or say that 

a southbound ship was going north. The 
patrol planes also knew how to handle the 
all-important radio communications with 
celerity and certainty, and they were the 
aircraft in the Far East that did not fail 
in that respect. Moreover, they were prop 
erly trained and disposed as regards se 
crecy ; they could be safely entrusted with 
secret information.” 
Colonel Knerr’s Statement 

Following publication of Admiral 
Hart’s second article, Colonel Knerr is- 

sued a statement in New York in which 
he expressed disappointment that the 


fields.” He said that “The Navy is mus- 
cling in on air power which has been de- 
veloped by Army experts, whereas in 
every case in the past the Navy has 
strangled the idea of dominant aircraft.” 

Colonel Knerr said that he had infor- 
mation, the source of which he could not 
divulge, that many four-motored Army 
bombers are being diverted to the Navy. 

“In my opinion,” Colonel Knerr said, 
“the Navy command is in no position to 
operate land-based aviation in any the- 
ater of operations, and in short, all this 
smoke screen, such as the Hart articles, 
is nothing but propaganda arising from 
a desire to command, * * * You cannot 
handle air power in the same manner 
you do surface ships.” 

Ordered to Cease Comments 

Following this statement, which was 
issued 9 Oct., Colonel Knerr was sched- 
uled to speak 12 Oct. at a meeting of the 
Milwaukee Town Hall. However, before 
that meeting the following directive was 
addressed to Colonel Knerr by the War 
Department : 

“Articles written by you, quotations at- 
tributed to you in the writings of others 
and the resulting comments and discus- 
sions, oral and printed, have been detri- 
mental to the War Department's efforts 
to foster an atmosphere of mutual respect 
and cooperation between the Army and 
the Navy, which is essential] to the sue- 
cessful prosecution of the war. You are, 
therefore, directed to refrain from all 
public, written and oral comment on the 
conduct of the war and on questions re- 
lating to the tactical use and organiza- 
tional relationships of the Armed Forces 
of the United States or its Allies. 

“By order of the Secretary of War: 

“Joseph T. McNarney, 
“Lt. General, U. 8. Army, 
“Deputy Chief of Staff.” 

Also Secretary Stimson sent a telegram 
to Mrs. Nobert Klein, vice president of 
the Milwaukee Town Hall, as follows: 

“In view of the fact that articles writ- 
ten by Colonel Knerr, quotations attribu- 
ted to him in the writing of others and 
the resulting comments and discussions, 
oral and printed, have been considered 
detrimental to the war effort and have 
destroved the essential unity which must 
exist between the Army and the Navy, 
he has been directed to refrain from pub- 
lic discussion on the conduct of the war 
and on questions relating to the tactical 
use and organizational relationship of 
the Armed Forces of the United States or 
its Allies. This directive was issued in 
the public interest and for military rea- 
sons. The War Department has no ob- 
jection to Colonel Knerr appearing on 
your program tonight provided he com- 
plies with his instructions. 

“Stimson,” 

Colonel Knerr did not appear, but he 
wired that, in “compliance with this or- 
der, I will not be able to appear at Town 
Hall. My apologies,” the telegram added, 
“for a policy that reserves freedom of 
expression to but one side of the question 
and denies true air power to the United 
States.”

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Army Insignia Regulations 

The War Department has issued the 
following regulation governing the win- 
ter uniforms of Army officers and war- 
rant officers, and the insignia of grade 
of flight officers. 

Flight officers will wear the insignia 
of grade of warrant officers, Junior grade 

on each shoulder or on the collar of the 
shirt one gold bar % inch in width and 
one inch in length, with rounded ends, 
having a blue enameled top and a lati- 
tudinal center of gold % inch in width. 

The description of the service coat, 
winter, for officers and warrant officers 
follows: 

“(2) General description—(i) In general. A 
single-breasted collar and lapel coat; lining, 
if desired, to be the same color as coat. To 
fit easy over the chest and shoulders and to 
be fitted slightly at the waist to conform 
to the figure, so as to prevent wrinkling or 
rolling under the leather belt when worn. 
The back to have two side plaits not less 
than 3 inches in depth at shoulders and to 
extend from the shoulder seam where it joins 
the armhole seam to waistline, buttoned down 
the front with four large regulation coat but- 
tons equally spaced, The crossing of the la- 
pels will be approximately 1% inches above 
the top button, 

“To support the belt, except for officers of 
the Army Air Forces and flight officers, two 
metal hooks of the same material as the metal 
trimmings on the leather belt will be let into 
the side seams at the waistline. 

“For officers of the Army Air Forces and 
flight officers, the coat will have a belt ap- 
proximately 2 inches wide of the same ma- 
terial as the coat, sewed down all around

Increase WAAC’s Pay 


Congressional action on legislation to 
increase the pay of members of the 
Women’s Army Auxiliary Corps was 
virtually completed this week when a 
conference committee recommended that 
the Senate form of the bill be permitted 
to stand. 

The bill, 8. 2751, as passed by the Sen- 
ate provided pay of a colonel without de- 
pendents for the director of the WAACs 
pay of lieutenant colonel for the assistant 
directors, pay of major for a new grade of 
field director, pay of captain for first offi- 
cers, of first lieutenant for second officers, 
and of second lieutenant for third officers. 

The House Military Affairs Committee 
voted and the House accepted a reduction 
in pay for the director to the fourth pay 
period, for the assistant directors to the 
third pay period and for the new field 
directors to the second pay period. These 
are the present rates of pay for these offi- 
cers, but, coupled with the increases for 
the lower grades, effect of the House’s 
action was to make the pay of an assistant 
director the same as that of a first officer, 
and the pay of a field director the same as 
that of a second officer and less than that 
of a first officer. 

The Senate rates of pay are the same 
as those of Regular Army officers of com- 
parable grades. 

The bill also increases the present four 
enlisted pay grades to seven, with pay at 
the same rates as is prescribed for the 
seven enlisted pay grades of the Army. 
Specialist ratings are abolished. 

The bill also permits WAACs to allot 
their pay and authorizes transportation 
to and from officer candidate school of 
candidates who are not enrolled members 
of the corps. 


Certificates of Pay 

The House Military Affairs Com- 
mittee has reported legislation, 8. 2555, 
permitting the Army, Navy, Marine Corps 
and Coast Guard, under such regulations 
as they may prescribe, to accept the 
vouchers of officers as to amounts due 
for flying pay, quarters allowances, and 
similar items. 

The act would remove a requirement 
by the Comptroller General that all vou- 
chers for additional pay or for allowances 
be accompanied by certificates from the 
officers’ commanders testifying as to the 
correctness of the items. This procedure 
is often impracticable in time of war be- 
cause records cannot be kept, or if kept, 
may be destroyed or lost. 

The government statutes against fraud 
will apply to any officer who falsely ob- 
tains money from the government to 
which he is not entitled. 





No Service Friction, Gen. 


Davis Says 

Brig. Gen. Benjamin O. Davis, who 
Under Secretary of War Robert P. Pat- 
terson said last week had been sent to 
Great Britain to prepare a report con- 
cerning Negro troops, said this week that 
he had found “no serious friction” be- 
tween Negro and white troops, and add- 
ed: “From my _ observations Negro 
troops have been favorably located and 
are being treated well.” He said officers 
had told him that they are “rendering 
excellent service.” 

General Davis, who has a son com- 
manding a Negro air unit, said a two 
weeks’ investigation showed him that 
there “has been some friction reported, 
but I do not think it is unusual or unex- 
pected.” He said “some people try to 
make every difference of opinion due to 
racial causes,” and said that a recent 
fight between white and Negro soldiers 
in Ireland in which a Negro was killed 
would not have received the same atten- 
tion “if it had involved only white or only 
Negro troops, as might well have been the 
case.” 

He said most of the friction was caused 





by “resentment on the part of white 





troops at the way the British are enter- 
taining the Negro soldiers.” He said, “I 
sincerely hope that the British do not dis- 
continue their ideas of freedom.” 

General Davis assured reporters that 
the Army is making no discrimination in 
the handling of whites and Negroes. 





Investigate Plane Accidents 


The Senate Military Affairs Committee 
has decided that it will not investigate 
airplane accidents in the Army Air Force. 

As a result of a Senate resolution ask- 
ing it to make an investigation of such 
accidents, the committee this week called 
before it Lt. Gen. Henry H. Arnold, com- 
manding general of the Army Air Forces, 
and Col. S. R. Harris, Army Air Forces, 
who has specialized in accident investiga- 
tion work. 

The committee presented the following 
statement to the Senate: 

“Appearing before the Committee on Mili- 
tary Affairs today were Lt. Gen. Henry H. 
Arnold, commanding the Army Air Forces, 
and Col. 8. R. Harris, Army Air Forces, who 
has specialized in the investigation of air- 
plane accidents and has charge of the special 
force of inspectors which makes these investi- 
gations, 

“For over six months this committee 
been considering airplane accidents. 

“From the confidential information previ- 
ously given the committee by experts in the 
field of Army Aviation, all of which has been 
confirmed by General Arnold today, the com- 
mittee is of the opinion that the investigations 
of airplane accidents have been and are now 
being conducted thoroughly and expeditious- 
ly by Army Air Force experts, and that the 
causes of accidents developed by investiga- 
tions are being disseminated to all activities 
concerned in training and production with a 
view of obviating similar accidents as far as 
practicable. 

“This committee is assured that the acci- 
dent rate is smaller than we had a reason to 
believe it would be, due to the tremendous 
increase in flying hours. We were further con- 
vinced on evidence presented that in no acci- 
dents has there been proven evidence of 
sabotage.” 

It will be recalled that the House Mili- 
tary Committee last week praised the 
accident prevention work being done by 
the Army Air Forces. 


Army Christmas Mail 


Reminding that there are only two 
more weeks during which packages can 
be mailed to soldiers overseas for Christ- 
mas delivery, the War Department said 
this week that during the first two weeks 
of October there was an increase of more 
than 75 per cent in the volume of pack- 
ages mailed to overseas bases. 

Meanwhile, the Army Postal Service, 
under Brig. Gen. Clayton S. Adams, re- 
ported that 1,827,262 V-Mail letters were 
dispatched to troops during the month 
of September, bringing to more than 
5,000,000 the total number of letters sent 
by this method. It was also disclosed 
V-mail reproduction facilities have been 
placed in operation in Iceland, in addi- 
tion, of course, to facilities already in- 
stalled in the British Isles, North Africa, 
Hgypt, India, Australia, and the Hawaiian 
Islands. Alaska will soon get the bene- 
fits of V-Mail also, it was stated.

New Gunnery School 


The War Department announced this 
week opening of the fourth Army Air 
Forces aerial gunnery school at Fort 
Myers, Fla., and reminded that applicants 
for aerial gunnery training must be be- 
tween the ages of 18 and 30, inclusive, 
and have at least an eighth grade edu- 
cation. They must be physically fit, no 
taller than 5 feet, 10 inches, and weigh 
no more than 170 pounds. For certain 
types of small gun turrets, men as short 
as 5 feet and weighing as little as 105 
pounds are being sought. Enlisted men of 
the Army Air Forces are eligible to apply 
for this training, the Department said. 

Col. Delmar T. Spiney, AC, is command- 
ing officer. 


Extend Legion Membership 
Legislation was approved this week by 
the House, at the request of the Ameri- 
can Legion, amending the charter of that 
organization to admit veterans of the 
present war to membership.

Meanwhile, with thousands and thou- 
sands of troops already or soon to go over- 
seas, it is worthwhile to note the follow- 


ing official statement: “Selected appli- 
cants belonging to units about to go over- 
seas will not accompany their units, but 
will be sent to the Schools. Those whose 
applications have been approved but who 
have not yet been assigned to Schools may 
also, at the discretion of their Com- 
manders, be left behind.” 


So much for this side. What about over- 
seas? Here, it is revealed that “in some 
cases, commanders of overseas garrisons 
are authorized to conduct their own Off—i- 
cr Candidate Schools,” and press reports 
tell of such schools in Lt. Gen. Dwight 
D. Risenhower’s command in Breat Brit- 
ain. No word has appeared in the press 
put there are some reports which state 
that officer schools have also been inaugu- 
rated in Australia. 

An applicant for an Officer Candidate 
School must be a citizen of the United 
States, of the Philippine Islands, or of 
amother co-belligerent or friendly coun- 
try. He must have reached his 18th birth- 
day, and not have passed his 46th birth- 
day on the date of completion of the 
curse for which he has been selected— 
except that in the case of the Army Ad- 
ministration Officer Candidate School 
men up to the age of 50 are eligible. Men 
who have been accepted for limited ser- 
vice only—those formerly classified as 
1B under Selective Service—are also eli- 
gible for this school. 

In general, officer candidates must be 
able to pass the physical examination 
prescribed for commissioned officers. The 
requirements as to height and teeth are 
now the same as for an enlisted man. 
Applicants whose visual acuity is below 
2/200 in each eye without glasses if cor- 
rectible to 20/40 in each eye, and who are 
otherwise qualified, will be eligible for 
commission for duty with the Medical 
Administrative Corps, the Quartermaster 


nance Department, the Chemical War- 
fare Service, the Adjutant General’s De- 
partment, Army Air Forces Administra- 
tive Installations, Corps of Engineers, and 
Signal Corps. The Army is eager to get 
every man where he'll do the most good. 

Where minor disqualifying defects are 
revealed by the physical examination, 
Commanding Generals may grant waiv- 
ers, or delegate authority to grant the 
waivers. 

A further eligibility requirement is that 
the candidate must have achieved a score 
of 110 or better in his General Classifi- 
cation Test. Where they feel that such ac- 
tion is warranted, commanding officers 
may grant permission to take this test 
a second time. 

As a reward for outstanding leadership 
and initiative shown during maneuvers 
and unusual conditions, a General Officer 
may appoint an enlisted man to an Offi- 
cer Candidate School without requiring 
him to appear before the examing board. 
Appointments of this nature are limi- 
ted to ten per cent of the quota allotted 
to the command for the school in ques- 
tion. 





Coast Survey Promotions 


Legislation extending the Navy tem- 
porary promotion act to the Coast and 
Geodetic Survey was approved by the 
House this week. 

The bill, H.R. 7556, authorizes the 
Secretaries of War and the Navy to pro- 
mote Coast Survey officers serving in the 
Army and Navy, while the Secretary of 
Commerce may promote officers who fill 
vacancies created by the transfers to the 
Army and Navy. 
An amendment to the bill extends its 
provisions to four or five Coast Survey 
officers in the Philippines on 6 Dee. 1941, 
one of whom is reported killed and the 
others missing. 
Another amendment provides that pro- 
motions shall be effective from the date 
promotion orders are issued and that new 
oaths of office need not be executed for

USS Oregon To Be Scrapped 

The USS Oregon, built in 1896 and 
which participated in the Battle of San- 
tiago, 8 July 1898, is to be torn up for 
scrap metal. The President agreed to the 
necessity for this course, but stipulated 
that the USS Olympia, which was Ad- 
miral George Dewey’s flagship in the Bat- 
tle of Manila Bay, be preserved as this 
nation’s naval relic of the Spanish- 
American War. 

The Oregon was built at the Union Iron 
Works in San Francisco, was commis- 
sioned 15 July, 1896, and later sent 
“around the Horn” to join Sampson’s 
fleet. After that battle, the Oregon re- 
turned to the Pacific where she cooperated 
with the United States Army forces dur- 
ing the Philippine insurrection. She par- 
ticipated in the Panama-Pacific Exposi- 
tion at San Francisco under command of 
Commander (now Admiral) Joseph M. 
Reeves, USN, who is still on duty at the 
Navy Department in Washington. 

She was placed in full commission in 
1917 as flagship of the Pacific Fleet, 
served during the World War for train- 
ing purposes, was one of the escort-ves- 
sels of the Siberian expedition under Gen. 
William 8. Graves, and her last duty was 
as reviewing ship for President Woodrow 
Wilson during the arrival of the Pacific 
Fleet under Admiral Hugh Roadman, 
USN. 

The Oregon remained out of commis- 
sion at the Puget Seund Navy Yard and

Navy Messages Facilitated 


Arrangements have been made, the 
Navy Department announced this week, 
for the handling of fixed-text personal 
cable or radio messages to and from naval 
personnel stationed at 23 shore establish- 
ments outside the continental United 
States. 

Known as Expeditionary Force Mes- 
sages, or EFM, the communication may 
consist of not more than three numbered 
texts selected from a list of 136 fixed- 
texts. Costing in most cases 60 cents, ex- 
clusive of Federal tax, Expeditionary 
Force Messages may be sent from the 
United States on special forms from any 
commercial telegraph, cable, or radio 
office. 

Outgoing messages from the United 
States, addressed c/o U. 8S. Navy, or 
USNAV (approved abbreviation), will be 
delivered at any of the following shore 
stations:

Because of the war-time demands of 
official communications, private dis- 
patches (telegrams) addressed to person- 
nel aboard naval vessels will be forward- 
ed to ships at sea by Navy radio only in 
rare cases—such as a message of death in 
the immediate family. Private messages 
which are addressed to an individual with- 
the name of the ship on which he is sta- 
tioned, care of the continental Comman- 
dant of the Naval District nearest the 
destination of the message, will “be de- 
livered as rapidly as possible, using mail 
or such communication facilities other 
than Navy radio as are available and ap- 
propriate. 





New Naval Training Site 


The new $50,000,000 Naval training sta- 
tion at Lake Seneca, N. Y., being built 
under the supervision of Capt. J. C. Geb- 
hard, and to be commanded by Capt. H. 
A. Badt, will begin receiving the first of 
80,000 recruits today, according to press 
reports released earlier in the week. 

Two hundred and fifty recruits are ex- 
pected to be received each day after 20 
Oct., while construction work, which be- 
gan on 28 May, is expected to be com- 
pleted by 1 Dee. 

The project involved the acquisition of 
2,500 acres of farm land, and the later 
construction of 392 buildings. Six com- 
plete training units will each have 22 
double-deck barracks for 224 men and all 
necessary related buildings. 

Lake Seneca provides an ideal training 
site, for it is 35 miles long and five miles 
wide, with a maximum depth of 638 feet. 
Storms whip it into an ocean-like frenzy, 
excellent for training naval recruits. 

The station has been named for Rear 
Adm. William T. Sampson, hero of the 
Battle of Santiago, born about 20 miles 
from the station site. 








Purple Heart Award 


Awaiting approval by the President, it 
is understood, is an executive order which 
will redefine the conditions for award 
of the order of the Purple Heart to make 
awards for wounds in action only, and 
to permit the medal to be presented by 
the Navy Department to personnel of the 
Navy, Marine Corps and Coast Guard. 

The decoration created by President 
Washington for award to common sol- 
diers—as distinguished from officers—of 
the Continental Army was revived by 
President Hoover. It is now presented 
for wounds in battle and for meritorious 
service. 

Since there are other awards 
for meritorious conduct, it is proposed 
to confine the Purple Heart to those 
wounded in action only. At the same 
time, the decoration, now awarded only 
by the Army, would be given to Navy, 
Marine and Coast Guard personnel. 

The Army recently presented the 
Purple Heart to a number of Navy per- 
sonnel who participated in joint actions 
with the land service. 


Navy Artists at Work 

The United States Navy has a group of 
artists who will record dramatic incidents 
in combat areas by means of paint on can- 
vas. They are generally commissioned of- 
ficers. 

Lt. Comdr. EB. J. Long, USNR, head 
of the Pictorial Section under which 
these artists are assigned by their active 
chief, Lt. Robert L. Parsons, former as- 
sistant to the director of the Corcoran 
Gallery of Art, says this group must be 
kept small and will not be added to in 
the future. 

Ens. Mitchell Jamieson, formerly at- 
tached to the Navy Office of Public Re- 
lations, has been selected as one of the 
artists and is now completing his initial 
training before being sent to one of the 
combat zones. 

Some other officer artists are Lt. Dwight 
©. Shepler, Lt. William F. Draper and 
Lt. Albert K. Murray. Lt. Comdr. Charles 
Bittinger is a camouflage artists whose 
work has been highly praised, while John 
Taylor Arms, a civilian, is making a series 
of historical sketches showing types of 
combat vessels under construction. The 
latter two are attached to the Bureau of 
Ships. 

Painters are said to be able to catch 
the dramatic incidents in happenings of 
great moment, like a naval engagement, 
and put on canvas for posterity the his- 
torical scenes and not reveal confidential 
details so often caught with a camera. 
To make their work authentic, the officer 
artists will go to sea with combat forces, 
their principal duties being their work 
with easel and brush. 


Marine Officers’ Tours 


The House this week accepted a minor 
technical amendment of the Senate and 
sent to the President legislation, 8S. 3152, 
which would suspend restrictions during 
the war and for one year thereafter on 
service of Marine officers in Washington. 

The present “Manchu” law permits a 
Marine officer to serve in Washington not 
more than four years out of eight. Be- 
cause certain key officers whose four 
years’ term are ending are urgently 
needed in Washington it is deemed ad- 
visable to suspend this law for the dura- 
tion of the war. 











Transfer on Secret Orders 

The President this week approved leg- 
islation, S. 2679, removing the require- 
ment of the Comptroller General that 
copies of secret or confidential travel or- 
ders be given to him before transporta- 
tion of dependents or household goods 
can be paid. 

The act provides that for the duration 
of the War when personnel of the Navy, 
Marine Corps, Coast Guard or Coast and 
Geodetic Survey are transferred on secret 
or confidential orders, the department 
head need only submit a certificate to 
the effect that a change of station has 
taken place.

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HE fierce and incessant fighting occurring in the Solomon Islands and the waters 
tT one thereto, is unfolding the relative merits of the bomb and torpedo of the 
plane and the gun of the surface ship, and establishing the importance of their co- 
ordination. The effectiveness of both is clearly revealed by the communiques on the 
day and night actions in this strategic area. Without the plane, including the dive 
bombers, the successful landing on Guadalcanal could not have been made; without 
the surface ship, the Marines and troops and their equipment could not have been 
transported, and moreover, its guns facilitated the operations. The Japanese likewise 
have been forced to rely upon the plane and the surface ship and submarine to conduct 
their counter attacks, Thus both methods of operations have been imposed upon the 
opposing forces, and the inexorable demands of battle are requiring that they be 
merged into a single coordinated effort in which each plays the part the limitations 
of its element fix. As prior experience has demonstrated, the plane is handicapped by 
darkness (the best time for torpeduv plane attack) and by heavy weather, condi- 
tions which mean little to the surface warship and submarine, Hence the difficulty of 
the plane in locating them at night, and their ability to engage in activities, dan- 
gerous by day without air protection. How these forces coordinate is perhaps 
best indicated by our surface ships sinking on the night of 11-12 October by 
gunfire, a heavy cruiser, four destroyers and a transport which were part of a Jap- 
anese force attempting to land troops on Guadalcanal Island, and during the day of 
12 October, the pursuit of the beaten enemy by Navy and Marine Corps planes, which 
resulted in the certain damage of one or two cruisers and the abandonment of one of 
them, and the sinking of two destroyers. That surface ships continue to figure impor- 
tantly in battle is shown again by the destruction at night by a Japanese surface com- 
mand of the cruisers Astoria, Quincy and Vincennes, which were acting as screens in 
connection with our initial landing upon Guadalcanal. We shall have the facts about 
this deplorable loss from Admiral Nimitz, who has just returned to Honolulu from the 
Solomons, and none is more anxious to know them than Secretary Knox. To 
date we merely are told that after destroying the Australian cruiser Canberra, the 
Japanese swung around Savo Island and struck our ships, first illuminating them 
with flares from planes and their own searchlights and instantly discharging their 
salvos, whilst they in darkness offered poor targets for our return fire. Whether our 
cruisers were depending solely upon their instruments of detection, whether they had 
any planes or destroyers engaged in reconnaissance Admiral Nimitz doubtless will es- 
tablish. But whatever the facts may be, there stands out the imperative necessity of 
complete cooperation and coordination by our Armed Forces, and it was an under- 
standing of this that was responsible for Secretary Stimson’s action in silencing 
Colonel Knerr so that he and others shall not promote friction between the two arms. 

OSPITE the generally favorable attitude in Congress, there has yet been no 
D action on the bills to bring the pay of the Army and Navy Nurse Corps into 
line with the rest of the Service. Senator Johnson, of Colorado, has a bill to increase the 
pay of the nurses of both services, but the Senate Military Affairs Committee is await- 
ing reports from the War and Navy Department before acting. In the House, hearings 
were begun but not completed on Representative Edmiston’s measure, which applies 
only to the Army. The hearings were to have been finished this week, but the interven- 
tion of the 18-to-19-year-old draft bill postponed them until next week. Both Houses 
should act promptly on these bills to the end that these long established organizations 
of fine professional women be put on a par in the matter of pay with the rest of the ser- 
vices, as well as with the new women’s auxiliaries. Though they hold the ranks and 
wear the insignia of the various commissioned ranks in their services, nurses draw 
pay far below that given other personnel, men and women, of equal ranks. This is 
obviously so unfair that members of the House refused to pass the WAAC pay bill 
until assured by their leaders that something would be done for the nurses. It is im- 
portant, too, that the Edmiston bill be amended to include Navy nurses and to make 
it permanent legislation, rather than just “for the duration.”

The Senate has confirmed the nomina- 
tions for promotion and transfer in the 
Regular Army of a group of officers whose 
names were printed on page 116 of the 8 
Oct, issue of the ARMY AND NAvy JouRNAL.

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Business Men to Command and 
General Staff School 


Righty-three business and professional 
leaders whose work is deemed by the War 
Department to be closely associated with 
the war effort have accepted an invitation 
to attend a four-week orientation course 
in Army organization and procedures at 
the Command and Genera] Staff School, 
Ft. Leavenworth, Kans., beginning 26 Oct. 

The course is designed to provide infor- 
mation that will enable this selected 
group of civilians to understand more 
fully the conditions under which the 
Army operates. Included will be a gen- 
eral picture of the military forces of the 
United States ; their organization, admin- 
istration and operation; the duties and 
responsibilities of the several divisions of 
the War Department; the duties and re- 
snonsibilities of governmental agencies 
connected with the war effort; the duties 
and functions of the field agencies of the 
War Department, and some general prin- 
ciples of tactics, strategy, supply and ad- 
ministration. 

Civilians who have accepted the invita- 
tion will report to the Command and Gen- 
eral Staff School on 24 October, when they 
will be assigned to quarters provided by 
the Army. They will eat at the Fort 
Leavenworth Officers’ Club Messes. 

The course which they will take con- 
sists of 146 hours of instructional time, 
divided into six parts—general, special, 
supply, transportation, personne] and tac- 
tical principles. 

Under tactical principles will be such 
subjects as general staff operations, gen- 
eral principles of combat, aviation in sup- 
port of ground troops, and the armored di- 
vision in attack and exploitation. Some 
of these classes will be held in conjunc- 
tion with the regular classes of the Com- 
mand and General Staff School for com- 
missioned personnel. 

No examinations will be given, each 
class being in the form of a conference 
or a lecture. From two to three hours of 
individual reading will be prescribed for 
each night except Saturday.

SERVICE NEWS AND GOSSIP 


Foreign Affairs—The collaboration with Brazil perfected by Secretary Knox on his 
visit to Rio de Janeiro, has a direct and important bearing on Pan-American partici- 
pation in the war, as well as on the general conduct and trend of the war itself. 
That huge Republic, of great potential strength and raw materials essential for war, 
has by the understanding reached with the Secretary, moved to implement its alliance 
with the United States and the other United Nations. It has placed its naval ships and 
naval forces under the operation and control of Admiral Jonas Ingram, commanding 
“a South American Force.” More than this, according to the Secretary’s official 
statement it has done “everything possible that we have asked.” And what we asked 
is that the Republic cooperate to the full extent of its power, both in the home and 
foreign field, to speed victory for our united arms, 

At a time when Under Secretary of State Welles has complained of enemy use 
of Argentina and Chile, particularly as information bases, and when the President 
of Chile has cancelled a visit to Washington, the friendship of Brazil, which Mr. 
Knox sedulously cultivated, assumes an importance in the field of Pan-American 
relations, which cannot be over-estimated. Moreover, the influence of Brazil spreads 
abroad, particularly through her blood ties with highly strategic Portugal. In our 
own Hemisphere, the policy of Rio de Janeiro has been to maintain close relations 
with the sister republics, and it follows that in Pan-American councils it has an influ- 
ential voice. Uruguay, which controls the mouth of the Rio de la Plata, always has 
alined her policies with those of her northern neighbor, and as an indication of the 
latter’s relations with Argentina and Chile, there was years ago an informa) alli- 
ance, known as the A. B. ©., which sought to promote and protect the mutual interests 
of the three nations. That alliance gradually disappeared as the ability of each 
country to protect itself increased, but, nevertheless, the fundamental identity of 
interest remained, and, necessarily, this influences the policy of one toward the 
other and requires unity in the matter of common defense. There is also immutable 
friendship between Brazil and Bolivia, as there is between the former and Venezuela ; 
and the settlement of the boundary disputes with Peru and Ecuador have removed 
all differences between the three states. Adjoining Venezuela, there is a most satisfac- 
tory understanding between the Rio de Janeiro and Caracas Governments, and this 
likewise is true of neighboring Colombia. 

It was with an understanding of this situation that Mr. Knox went to Rio de 
Janeiro, and with the full confidence of the President discussed with the authorities 
there the war problems of the two Nations. Of special concern to Brazil as well as to 
the United States, are the attacks Axis submarines have made upon Brazilian ship- 
ping—a total of 20 of her vessels have been torpedoed to date, Termination of these 
operations and location of any possible submarine bases, were one of the primary ob- 
jects of the Secretary’s trip. It was necessary to integrate the anti-submarine activities 
of the two nations, and this was accomplished through the action of President Vargas 
in joining the Brazilian Navy te Admiral Ingram’s command, Besides the relatively 
strong force available for operations—-two old battleships, two cruisers, ten destroyers, 
six torpedo boats, tour submarines, and a few gunboats, minesweepers, minelayers, 
river monitors and other auxiliary vessels—Brazil has considerable additions under 
construction. She also has an air force, which is being greatly expanded. To pro- 
tect her shores, she had a regular Army of 100,000 and an estimated 300,000 reserves 
and a military police numbering 150,000, and through compulsory service, these forces 
are being greatly increased. 

As a belligerent, the Brazilian Government naturally is concerned about the is- 
lands of Portugal in the Atlantic—the Azores, the Cape Verde and the Madeira groups 
—and the west Africa colony of Portuguese Guinea, just south of Dakar, There have 
been reports that these possessions have been used by Axis submarines, reports that 
have been emphatically denied. Nevertheless, observation of the islands has compelled 
diversion of United Nations’ warships that would be valuable for operations else- 
where, Further, the islands would be invaluable as bases for our expeditionary forces. 
It is not known whether Mr. Knox discussed Portugal and her attitude at Rio, but 
unquestionably the able Brazilian Minister for Foreign Affairs, Signor Aranha, 
who has a wide conception of global interrelationship, has Lisbon in mind, and the 
importance that Government will have in the development of the war. The United 
States and Britain are negotiating a new trade agreement with Portugal, and the 
implications of that agreement will be such as to interest Brazil. As our ally, it is 
expected she will aid in bringing the negotiations to a prompt conclusion. 

In view of the facts revealed in justification of the warning which Mr. Welles 
addressed to Chile and Argentina, it is realized in Pan-American circles that the 
service of those countries as diplomatic bases for the transmission of information, 
especially in connection with U boat operations, is of serious concern to all belligerents, 
including Brazil. The collaboration established by Secretary Knox carries with it the 
necessity of preventing any such information reaching Berlin, Rome and Tokyo. It 
is assumed in Washington that the Brazilian Ambassadors at Buenos Aires and San- 
tiago are impressing upon their neighbors as we have done, the imperative necessity of 
closing all channels of intelligence between South America and the enemy states. 
It would seem that Argentina and Chile, which would be vitally affected by the in- 
vasion of this Hemisphere, sure to follow the confinement of the United States to its 
own area, would take into account their geographical situation, and at least move 
to break off all relations with the Axis powers. The least they can do at this time 
for the sake of Brazil and Uruguay as well as the United States, is to put an end to 
activities which are dangerous to Hemispherical peace and safety. 

Oonsidering what occurred in Rio de Janeiro, Secretary Knox, by and large, 
efficiently conducted the diplomatic mission entrusted to him by the President. 

Wendell Willkie, flown in the Army B-24, Maj. Richard T. Kight, pilot, has re- 
ported to the President his views of conditions in and the attitude of the countries 
he visited. He arrived immediately after the latter’s broadcast on 18 October in 
which newspaper strategists were criticized, emphasis was placed upon the fact that 
military and naval plans are made by the joint staff of the Army and Navy, which 
confer with Britain’s staff and with representatives of all the Allied nations, and 
confirmation was given to Washington knowledge that he, as Commander-in-Chief at 
all times, is in substantial agreement with them. After his call at the White House, 
Mr. Willkie asserted the President had volunteered a denial of published statements 
that he had criticized him or his activities, and Secretary Early subsequently stated 
that the President was satisfied with his report. Mr. Willkie also reiterated that mil- 
itary men should not be regarded as “sacrosanct,” that it is his purpose to make 
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crystal clear to the people what they must do in order to win the war and the 

and readvocated that there should be a single head for the conduct of the war, ang 
that General MacArthur be given this job. That he felt himself qualified to pass 
upon matters of strategy he indicated by saying that as a business man he had had 
a great deal of experience in judging the merits of technical recommendations, ang 
compared himself with Winston Churchill, and by implication the President, in rp 
spect of war experience. He renewed his demand for the establishment of the Secong 
Front at the earliest possible moment, but evaded questions as to where it should be 
located, just as Stalin had done in his letter to the Correspondent of the Associated 
Press in Moscow. Mr. Willkie had the distinction of flying over Russian territory tp 
Chung King and across Siberia and the Bering Sea to Alaska, and permission for hin 
to return home by this route is offered as evidence of the cordial relations he estab- 
lished with the Soviet ruler. 












Navy Dental Corps—The wartime activities of the newest, yet third largest of 
the Navy corps, was reviewed before the American Academy of Dental Science g 
Boston, Mass., this week by Capt. C. V. Rault, DC, USN, who reported that 17 officer 
of the Navy Dental Corps have been listed as war casualties, and that three have 
been cited for gallantry in action. 

Lt. Comdr. Hugh R. Alexander and Lt. Comdr. Thomas E. Crowley were killed 
at Pearl Harbor, and Comdr. Wadsworth C, Trojakowski was killed in action during 
the Coral Sea Battle, he said. One of the casualties, who is reported as missing is Lt 
Claude M. Fraleigh, DC, USN, awarded the Silver Star “for gallantry in action ang 
meritorious conduct in the line of his profession in time of stress on Bataan Peninsula, 
P. I., during the period 5 November 1941 to 11 March 1942.” 

Admiral Chester W. Nimitz, USN, has commended two other officers, Lt. Rush 
L, Canon and Lt. (jg) Kenneth L. Longeway, for services at Pearl Harbor, Captain 
Rault said. 

The role of the dentist during a naval battle was described by Captain Rault to 
be one of waiting below for casualties to be brought to them. 

“This waiting for action is the most harrowing of all,” he declared, “for a dental 
officer cannot see what is going on topside and has no idea if the fleet is approaching 
within range of the enemy or if they have slipped from our grasp.” That the dental 
corps sometimes sees action, however, is evidenced by the list of casualties and cits- 
tions, the captain said. 

“In a recent battle,” declared Captain Rault, “the only medical officer aboard a 
ship with a large complement was killed early in the engagement and the dental 
officer had to take his place. He carried on in a commendable manner and received 
much praise for his work.” 

He recalled that the first American naval officer killed in World War I wasa 
dental officer, Lieutenant (jg) Weeden E. Osborne, who was posthumously awarded 
the Distinguished Service Cross and the Navy Medal of Honor for “extraordinary 
heroism under fire” with the Marines in an attack on a French village. A destroyer 
has been named in honor of this officer, Captain Rault said.

Airborne Division—The 82nd Airborne Division, under command of Maj. Gen. 
M. B. Ridgway, which has just completed its station transfer from Camp Claiborne, 
la., to Ft. Bragg, N. C., paid honor to Brig. Gen. John T. Kennedy, post commander, 
last Saturday as troops passed in review, led by Brig.

Army Air Forces—Vice Adm. John H. Towers, USN, has received a message from 
Rear Adm. A. L. St.G. Lyster, RN, who has an important command at sea in the 
Royal Navy, praising the performance of the British Royal 
Air Force’s “Martlet” fighting planes during recent Mediter- 
ranean convoy operations reinforcing the embattled Island of 
Malta. 

The British “Martlets” are the United States Navy's 
famous Grumman “Wildcats,” the planes which have fought 
so successfully in every Pacific engagement of the war to 
date. 

Admiral Lyster informed Admiral Towers that the Grum- 
man fighters had given the enemy plenty of trouble and he 
promised more worry for the Axis with planes of this type. 
He said the more Grummans the Allies could get, the greater the damage which will 
be inflicted on the enemy. 

In his message of acknowledgment, Admiral Towers assured Admiral Lyster 
that the United States Navy was achieving equally gratifying results with these air- 
craft. Every effort will be made, he said, to speed production of the fighters. 

An improved model of the Russian U-2, which has a speed of between 60 and 90 
mph, is being used in night attacks against the Germans in the Stalingrad area. 
The plane is made of wood and fabric, can take off almost anywhere because of its 
light construction, it can raid the enemy more precisely than a dive-bomber, and 
will land on a field lighted by a flashlight. The AAF will take over Cleveland's $25,- 
000,000 public hall for use as a maintenance school, Col. R. J. H. Mertz, automotive 
oficer of the Air Service Command, announced. In addition, the Air Force will re- 
quire use of Cleveland Stadium and lakefront areas. 

Col. Leo F. Post, the first Commanding Officer and Air Force Project Engineer 
of Kearns, Utah, Basic Training Center, was presented a pair of Command Pilot 
Wings by Gov. Herbert B. Maw of Utah shortly before departure on his new assign- 
ment. “The Wings are a token of appreciation for the splendid job from the citizens 
of this State,” Governor Maw said in presenting them. Col. Converse R. Lewis, who 
Meceeded as Post Commander, in complimenting his predecessor stated: “Colonel 
Post has done the pick and shovel work. He built it. Now I am going to make it the 
firden spot of Utah, as well as the most efficient training center in the AAF.” 

High praise is meeting almost daily the work of the Flying Fortresses, and this 
mes from Britain’s air commanders and commentators who, usually, lifted their 
eyebrows when Boeing’s plane made its entry there. Now Reuter’s quotes a pro-Axis 
tadio broadcaster as saying the heavy bombers dropped liquid air bombs weighing 
More than one ton each in blasting the French industrial city of Lille. 

And the air correspondent of The Daily Sketch says the Fortress has knocked 
Many of Germany's Focke-Wulf planes from the skies and he predicts resumption of 
thescorted daylight bombing raids on Germany in the near future. 

Says The Daily Express: “The victory of the Flying Fortresses in the Battle of 
Lille is one of the greatest achievements of the war.” 

Said John MeVane in his radio Weekly War Journal on 11 October: 

“Historians may look back at this past week as one of the most significant in the 
history of the war. American Flying Fortresses and Liberator bombers gave the 

significant sign of the Allied offensive. 

“The bombers were heavily escorted by Allied fighters but the Germans concen- 
trated on the high flying bombers. In the thin air where the best fighters find maneu- 
Yering difficult, the Germans seem to have been easy game for the American gumers.

the Lille raf are so hopeful. They can see those same bombers blasting German air- 
fields and transports and troop concentrations miles ahead of our invading armies,” 

Consolidated’s plant at Ft. Worth, Tex., says the plane that carried Wendell L. 
Willkie on his world-circling flight, was one of their four-engined cargo transport 
planes—the Gulliver. It is a°version of the the Consolidated B-24 Liberator bomber 
and was the first plane to leave their Fort Worth plant. Maj. R. T. Kight was in 
charge. This plane is said to have a longer range and to carry a heavier load than 
any cargo craft now in mass production. 

This is said to be the first round-the-earth air passenger trip via the North Pacifie 
and was the first American plane to fly over the Gobi desert, the Mongolian republic, 
the Siberian wastes in wartime and the first to enter China from Russia, Workers 
who built the plane sent this message to Mr. Willkie: 

“Welcome back to the United States. We, the employes of Consolidated Aircraft, 
Ft. Worth, Tex., division, congratulate you on your successful mission and wish you 
godsped on the last leg of your outstanding flight. We are elated that Gulliver saw 
you safely through and promise that Consolidated C-87 transports from our plant 
will continue to serve our Nation in ever-increasing number.” 

Richard Arlen, motion picture star, has applied to Mather Field, Sacramento, 
Calif., for enlistment as a student in service pilot training. 


Bureau of Ships—A woman shipyard-worker, mother of one of the boys slain at 
Pearl Harbor, was sponsor of the submarine USS Jack at the Electric Boat Co., Gro- 
ton, Mass., on 16 October, It was the first time a sponsor was chosen by popular 
vote of the workers at the Groton plant, instead of being designated by the Secretary 
of the Navy. 

In this instance, the sponsor was Mrs. Frances Seely, mother of Seaman 1cl Wil- 
liam Seely, who was killed in action against the Japanese in Hawaii on 7 Dec, 1941. 

Two new destroyers, the USS Philip and the USS Renshaw, were launched 18 
October at the Federal Shipbuilding & Dry Dock Oo., Kearney, N. J. 

Mrs. Barrett Philip of Sampson, N. Y., christened the Philip in honor of her 
father-in-law, the late Rear Adm. John Woodward Philip, USN, and Mrs. Dorothy 
Lillian Renshaw of Marmaroneck, N. Y., sponsored the Renshaw in memory of her 
great-grand-uncle, the late Comdr. William B, Renshaw, USN. 

Mrs. John L. Bennett, jr., wife of the Democratic candidate for Governor of New 
York, acted as sponsor at the launching of a new Navy mine-sweeper at the Green- 
port Basin & Construction Co., Greenport, L. L., on 14 October. 

Other sponsors of unnamed vessels were: Mrs. Frederick Gallatin, whose hus- 
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band will be executive officer on the boat she christened ; Mrs. C. K. Drinker, Boston ; 
Mrs. Leverett Saltonsall, wife of the Governor of Massachusetts; Mrs. Francis E. M. 
Whiting, wife of a Navy captain; Mrs. Bernard Early, wife of a Boston Navy Yard 
pipe shop employee ; and Mrs. Gerardo de Simone, Lawrence, Mass., wife of a Boston 
Navy Yard paint shop worker—the latter two chosen by lottery among civilian work- 
ers at the yard who were war-bond buyers. 


Bureau of Aeronautics—The Navy Department has instructed that applications of 
reserve aviators for transfer to service in the Regular Navy must be dispatched to 
the Bureau of Naval Personnel so that they are received before 15 Jan. 1943. A board 
will convene early in February to decide on candidates, who must be less than 25 years 
of age upon successful completion of training as aviation cadets, and who must have 
prospects of completing not less than 18 months continuous active service by 30 June 
1948, following completion of duty as aviation cadets. 

A Japanese Zero fighter (Mitsubishi ’00), which was salvaged after being only 
slightly damaged when forced down in the Aleutian Islands, has been brought to the 
United States and repaired at the Naval Air Station at San Diego. It will be brought 
to Anacostia, D. C., where Navy pilots will put it through exhaustive tests in order 
to obtain data on its performance characteristics. Preliminary tests already have 
taken place at San Diego. 

Present plans call for the Zero to be flown across the United States, in view of 
the difficulties attached to shipping it. Because the Zero’s airframe is a single unit 
and the wings are riveted solidly to the fuselage, it is not considered feasible to at- 
tempt disassembly of the plane. 

Preliminary flight tests of the Zero developed a top sped of slightly less than 300 
mph. Later tests may increase this speed somewhat. It shows to best advantage in 
a dogfight where tight turns make high speeds impossible. Then its maneuverability 
and climbing speed come into play. 

Around 200 mph the Zero is very light on the controls, but at higher speeds the 
controls become stiff. Above 225 mph the Zero will not make a fast roll because of this 
stiffness. At 380 mph, in a dive, the Zero develops marked flutter and vibration, 
which may be inherent or due to some undetected disalignment cause by its rough 
landing in the Aleutians. 

Otherwise it is a stable, easy-to-fly plane with generally good flying character- 
istics. Its lightness is not gained by flimsy construction, as it is well designed. The 
lack of self-sealing tanks and armor protection for the pilot, which mainly accounts 
for its lightness, have made its over-all combat record against the Navy’s Grumman 
Wildcat a poor one. The Zero’s empty weight is 3,781 pounds and its combat weight, 
without belly tank, is approximately 5,200 pounds. 

The 900-hp. radial engine is a 14-cylinder, double-row design using modifications 
or direct adoption of many features found in our Pratt & Whitney and Wright en- 
gines. The propeller is a three-bladed, constant speed, hydraulic type identical with 
the Hamilton model. Radio equipment is copied after Fairchild units. 

The over-all length of the Zero is 30 ft. 8 in., its wing span 39 ft. 5 in. The wings 
are hinged two feet from the tips to allow folding for easier carrier handling. The 
cockpit would be uncomfortably small for most of our pilots. 

Armament consists of two 20-mm. low velocity cannon, one mounted in each wing, 
with 60 rounds of ammunition, and two 7.7 guns, with 500 rounds each, in the nose 
to fire through the propeller disk. 


Armored Force—Beginning 2 January 1948, the Armored Force Officer Candidate 
School at Ft. Knox, Ky., will graduate a class of second lieutenants each week, ac- 
cording to an announcement by Lt. Gen. Jacob L, Devers, chief of the Armored Force. 
October, the school received its fifteenth class and these boys are to be put through a 
rigorous 13-week training period. Each class will number about 100 men. The revised 
schedule will enable a larger number of students to be graduated and also will give 
more personal attention to each student. This school, which was organized in July, 
1941, by Brig. Gen, Stephen G. Henry, commandant of the Armored Force School, 
offers specialized study in the eight branches of the Army, as well as tanks, gunnery, 
tactics, map reading and radio. 


Transportation Corps—The Atlantic Coast Transportation Corps Officers Training 
School at Ft. Slocum, N. Y., opened on 12 Oct., under command of Col. Bernard Lentz. 
A similar school is to be established at Ft. Mason, Calif. 

One hundred officers will attend the six weeks’ course, whose curriculum class 
for 92 hours of technical transportation instruction, and 192 hours to military funda- 
mentals, 

The faculty of the new school included: Col. T. F. McNeil, assistant commandant ; 
ist Lt. H. D. Hotchkiss, secretary ; Capts. Egmont A, Egerer and K. R. Manchester, 
instructors; John B. Ward, supply officer; Irvin Bisnoff, billeting officer; G. G. Gum, 
mess officer, and Ist Lt. Edward F. Minch, ordnance officer. 

Maj. Gen, Charles P. Gross, Chief of Transportation, Maj. Gen. Homer M. 
Groninger, commanding the New York Port of Embarkation, and Brig. Gen. W. N. 
Goodman, Overseas Supply Officer, and Colonels DeWitt, Slate, Ottizenn, Grey, Fin- 
aero Baird, Maas, Easthorn and Thom, are to speak to the officers as guest 

ecturers. 


Judge Advocate General’s Department—Maj. Gen. Myron C. Cramer, The Judge 
Advocate General, last week inspected the Judge Advocate General’s School at Ann 
Arbor, Mich., where a class of 65 officers is now being instructed in military law. On 
9 Oct., Col. J. V. Dillon, JAGD, Deputy Provost Marshal General, lectured, while 
earlier in the week Col. E. A. Ganoe, Inf., P. M. 8. & T. at the University of Michi- 
gan, spoke to the class on the Military History of the Army. 

A second increment of students began instruction this week, thus doubling the 
number of officers now at the Ann Arbor school. 


Floating Match Box—Soldiers have been assured that they shall have matches which 
give a light no matter how wet the box becomes. The newly adopted match boxes 
have been soaked in water for more than a month, and the matches burst into flame 
a8 soon as struck against the special striking bar. 

Made of a strong synthetic resin, the box is three inches long by three-fourths of 
an inch in diameter, and it holds 20 matches. A small emergency compass is provided 
on one end of the round box. 





Army Nurse Corps—Capt. Pearl C. Fisher, on duty in the Office of the Surgeon 
General was in St. Louis, Mo., this week where she addressed nursing groups on the 
need and services of Army nurses. 


Chaplains— To fill the existing and prospective vacancies in the Chaplains Corps of 
the Regular Army, a board will be convened 1-5 Dec., to select best qualified appli- 
cants, according to word received from the Office of the Chief of Chaplains. 


To be eligible, a chaplain must not have reached his 34th birthday at the time 
of his entering on active duty, and must have had at least six months’ active seryieg 
at the time of his application. Papers must reach the Adjutant General’s Office by 
1 Dee., to be considered. 

A poetic eulogy to the men who have died in action at Darwin, Australia, wag 
read at recent memorial services by Ch. Anthony Carroll. 

Taking cognizance of Nation Bible Week, Gen. Douglas MacArthur cabled Howarg 
Chandler Christy, chairman of the Laymen’s National Committee, Inc., in part: 
“Today, when we stress the spiritual significance of our united efforts to re-establish 
the supremacy of our Christian principles we can humbly and without presumption 
declare our faith and confidence with God’s help, in our final victory.” 


Signal Corps—Movement of the Storage and Issue Branch of the Chief Signal Og. 
cer from the Pentagon Building in Arlington, Va., to new offices in the Philadelphia 
Signal Corps Depot has been completed. Of the 29 officers on duty with this branch, 
26 accompanied the office in its move. The other three will remain in Washington 
in a liaison capacity. 

Capt. F. H. Riordan, a Command and General Staff School graduate, is officer. 
in-charge of the Supply and Transport Section of the Eastern Signal Corps School, 
Ft. Monmouth, N. J. The six-weeks’ course trains officer students in vehicle opera. 
tion, maintenance, driving, motor care, and road courtesy. 

Assisting Captain Riordan are: Lt. D. D. Davis, engineer officer, who hag re 
ceived instruction concerning proper camouflage methods; Lt. C. W. Lines; Lt. C, ¢, 
Bauman, in charge of the hill-climbing, water-crossing, and tram-conveyance of the 
trucks; Lt. H. H. Deance, maintenance, and 2nd Lt. E. M. MeMahon, Motor Pool, 
who with Lt. Lines is now attending the Ordnance Motor Transport School at Bal- 
timore, Md, 

Also assisting are 2nd Lts. D. W. Cooper, A. T. Stoddard, 8S. J. Kortvese, E, D, 
Vaughn, C. R. Hubeny, and R. E. Watts. 


New Navy Decorations—The Navy: Department is designing two new decorations 
authorized by recent legislation which revised the entire Navy medal system. One 
of the new medals, the Silver Star, was requested by the Navy Department, the other, 
the Navy and Marine Corps Medal, was adopted by the Congress as a counterpart of 
the Soldier’s Medal. The Silver Star, as described in the authorizing act, is for 
award “to any person who, while in the naval service of the United States, since 
7 Dec. 1941, has distinguished himself or who shall hereatter distinguish himself 
conspicuously by gallantry and intrepidity in action, such gallantry and service not 
being sufficient to justify the award of a medal of honor or a Navy cross.”” The Navy 
has anproved the design for this medal, it being similar to the Army’s silver star. 

Still under consideration is the design of the Navy and Marine Corps medal, 
which in the words of the act, is to be awarded “to any person who while serving ip 
ny capacity with the United States Navy or Marine Corps, including the Naval Re 
serve or Marine Corps Reserve, shall have, since 6 Dec. 1941, distinguished himself 
or herself by heroism not involving actual conflict with an enemy, or to any person 
to whom the Secretary of the Navy has heretofore awarded a Letter of Commendation 
for heroism, regardless of the date of such act of heroism, who makes application 
for such medal.” 

A number of designs have been submitted for this medal but none has been ap 
proved. However, a ribbon to accompany the medal does have departmental approval. 


Quartermaster Corps—Simplification of Army procurement methods, by which the 
Quartermaster Corps will now purchase all items of clothing for the Army Alt 
Forces; pier and warehousing equipment as well as insecticides for the Corps of 
Mngineers; and beds, clothing, office equipment, and certain hospital items for the 
Medical Department, was announced by the War Department this week. 

More than 100,000 lightweight pull-over knit shirts are now being procured for 
use in war theatres. Knitted with a flat jersey stitch, the shirt, which has long 
sleeves and a high collar, comes in eleven sizes, from 34 to 54. 

“A ‘5-in-1’ canned ration, including ham and eggs, and consisting mainly of 
canned and dehydrated foods, has been produced by the Army especially for motorized 
and mechanized forces. It contains three full meals for five men for one day and 
is prepared in a few minutes merely by heating.” 

Capt. Martin Leaterhman, QMC, has no intention to place the Quartermaster 
Corps in the gardening business, but he does want to determine the durability of 
Army fabrics. Therefore, he devised the “soil-burial” technique, wherein the fabrics 
are buried in greenhouse earth and receive the same treatment from a landscap 
gardener as sprouting bulbs, shrubs and plants. They are periodically sprinkled and 
kept in a moist atmosphere. 

This process imposes such a severe strain on the fabric that at the end of @ 
week untreated cotton fabric will lose more than 80 per cent of its original tensile 
strength. Consequently, by running comparative tests on experimental fabric finishes, 
it can quickly be determined which will afford the best protection against decay for 
Army tents, rope, webbing and the almost infinite number of equipage items that 
involve duck, twill, canvas and other types of cloth. 


Medical Department—The War Department said this week that the term “first aid 
is to be applied only to those medical measures which the individual soldier can catty 
out with the equipment and facilities at his disposal. For all measures, emergency 
otherwise, employed by personnel of the Medical Department, the term “treatment 
will be used. 

Special memorial services were held at Carlisle Barracks, Pa., 14 Oct., for Maj. 
James A. McKloskey, MC, killed in action in Bataan, P. I., and believed to be 
first graduate of the Medical Field Service school killed in the war. 

During the service, Ch. M. C. Hoehn, post chaplain, dedicated a bronze 
plaque bearing Major McKloskey’s name. After the war, the plaque will be 
by a bronze tablet. McKloskey General Hospital in Temple, Tex., will honor 
name.

Draft Manpower for War 


Three days before the President in a 
nation-wide radio address indicated that a 
draft of manpower might be necessary, 
Senator Taft, of Ohio, introduced a bill, 
S. 2842, creating a manpower unit which 
would take over the duties of the Selec- 
tive Service System, the U. 8S. Employ- 
ment Service and the War Manpower 
Commission. 

The present system of draft boards 
would be undisturbed by the bill if en- 
acted, but clear priorities for drafting of 
men for military service would be set up, 
men without dependents being called be- 
fore married men over 30 years of age 
with children. Drafting of youths of 19 
is provided for, but boys of 18 would still 
be exempt from compulsory service.

The President has nominated and the 
Senate confirmed Capt. John L. Hall, jr., 
USN, a temporary rear admiral. 


Rehabilitation of Injured 


President Roosevelt has asked Congress 
to create under the Federal Security Ser- 
vice a rehabilitation service to fit disabled 
and injured civilians and service men in- 
jured in the war for jobs suited for their 
capabilities. 

“With an adequate program in their 
behalf,” wrote the President to Congress, 
these persons “will become a national as- 
set ready to serve in war industries, agri- 
culture, and in other essential occupa- 
tions.” 

“It is important,” Mr. Roosevelt de- 
clared, “that a single rehabilitation ser- 
vice be established for both veterans and 
civilians.” 

He continued: “Veterans, after receiv- 
ing the benefits and services provided by 
the Veterans’ Administration would be 
certified to the Rehabilitation Service for 
vocational rehabilitation whenever this is 
indicated, While the present plan for Fed- 
eral-State cooperation should be pre- 
served in this fleld of training, where it 
has chiefly operated, the rehabilitation 
service should look after the other aspects 
of this problem and discharge what is 
plainly a Federal responsibility—the pro- 
vision of service to all persons whose dis- 
ability grows out of the conduct of the 
war.” 





“Meet New Zealand” 


One of the war's interesting booklets 
is called “Meet New Zealand.” It is given 
American service men either in or going 
to that country. A few of them have been 
sent the New Zealand Legation in 
Washington to be put into circulation, 

The booklet explains the history, the 
government, and the customs of that is- 
land. As its words of welcome to the 
American say: 

“Those of us who have met Americans 
before have liked them (or most of them), 
and we hope you Americans will like us 
(or most of us). We know you're here to 
do a job of work and that you want to 
get on with it, but when you get liberty 
we want to meet you and know you and 
we want you to meet and know us; and 
not merely on the streets but in our 
homes. You won't find subways, sky- 
scrapers or night life. You will find that 
when you break the crust we’re much like 
the folks back home. New Zealand is a 
small country, but we like to think our 
hearts are reasonably big.” 

This booklet gives road rules to driv- 
ers, explains what New Zealand is like, 
whence came its people, what they do, 
how they get around, how they are gov- 
erned, their liquor laws, social security, 
dominion government, how they are edu- 
cated, and a lot of things like that. 

It says an Anzac is a member of the 
Australian and New Zealand Army 
Corps; an Aussie is an Australian; a cob- 
ber is a friend; a corker is very good; a 
cove is a man; “the dinkum oil” is the 
real truth; a possie or a pozzie is a posi- 
tion; and a wowser is a spoil-sport. 

And when it gets to tea, and horse-rac- 
ing, and the truth about fish, it gives 
some interesting dissertations pleasantly

South Pacific: (All dates given are Hag 
Longitude) 1. During recent weeks our long. 
range reconnaissance aircraft observed 4 
large number of enemy ships concentrating jy 
the Shortland Island area, south of the islang 
of Bougainville. 

2. On 5 October, Navy carrier-based air. 
craft from a Task Force under the operg. 
tional control of Vice Adm, R. L. Ghormley, 
attacked the enemy ships while long- range 
bombers under the command of Genergj 
Douglas MacArthur coordinated in the attacy 
plan with simultaneous raids on Japanese 
bases in nearby islands. These latter raids 
have been announced by General MacArthur, 

3. Despite unfavorable weather, our carrier. 
based aircraft inflicted the following damage 
on enemy ships and installations: 

(a) One heavy cruiser damaged by heavy 
bombs. 

(b) One 
bombs. 

(c) One seaplane tender damaged by light 
bombs. 

(d) Two cargo ships damaged by light 
bombs. 

(e) One cruiser and one destroyer strafed 
in the harbor at Shortland Island. 

(f) Four 4-engined flying boats destroyed 
on the water at Faisi and six damaged by 
strafing. 

(g) Two seaplanes and two bombers de- 
stroyed in the Shortland Island area. 

(h) Airfield at Kieta damaged by bombs, 

4. Our Task Force suffered no loss of per. 
sonnel or planes and no damage to any ship. 

5. The necessity of preserving radio silence, 
in order to avoid disclosure of our ships 
positions, delayed receipt of the above report 
of the action, 


9 October, No. 145 

North Pacific: 1. On 6 October, Army 
“Liberator” bombers, escorted by ‘“‘Airacobra” 
and “Lightning” fighters, dropped approxi- 
mately seven tons of bombs on the area sur- 
rounding the seaplane hangar at Kiska. Bight 
more tons of bombs were dropped on the camp 
area and fires were started. 

2. Two cargo ships in the harbor were at- 
tacked and one was left on fire and sinking. 
The radio station was damaged by strafing. 
One seaplane was destroyed on the water and 
another was damaged. 

3. Reconnaissance over Attu and Agattu on 
the same date failed to reveal any enemy 
activity on these islands. 

Atlantic: 4. The United States Coast 
Guard Cutter Muskeget, formerly the 88 
Cornish of the Eastern Steamship Lines, has 
been overdue in the Atlantic for some time 
and must be presumed to be lost. 

5. The next of kin of the personnel of the 
Muskeget have been notified. 


10 October, No. 146 

South Pacific: 1. During the night of 
5-6 October, Navy and Marine Corps dive 
bombers and torpedo planes from Guadal 
canal attacked six enemy destroyers whith 
had been located by our search planes. These 
ships were attempting to assist enemy land 
ing operations at the northwestern end of the 
island. One destroyer was sunk and another 
damaged. 

2. During the night of 7-8 October, the 
enemy continued to reinforce his troops o 
Guadalcanal. 

8. During the evening of 8 October, Navy 
and Marine Corps dive bombers and torpedo 
planes, assisted by fighters, attacked an enemy 
surface force northwest of Guadalcanal. This 
force, containing one cruiser of the Kako 
class and five destroyers, was covering enemy 
landing operations on the northwestern tp 
of the island.

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U. S. War Communiques 
(Continued from Preceding Page) 
enemy seaplanes were shot down during the 
air battle which followed our attack and two 
of our planes were lost.

4. Additional details have been received of 
the coordinated attacks on enemy ship con- 
entrations and Japanese bases in the north- 
western Solomon Islands, which were an- 
nounced in Navy Department Communique 
No. 144. These attacks, on 5 October, were 
executed simultaneously in three phases, 


(a) Carrier-based planes from a _ Pacific 
Task Force attacked enemy ships in the 
Shortland Island area and bombed the air- 
feld at Kiet (previously reported). 

(b) Army heavy bombers from the South- 
west Pacific attacked Japanese bases in near- 
by islands (previously reported). 

(ec) Army, Navy and Marine Corps land- 
based aircraft in the South Pacific attacked 
eemy positions at Buka Island, Gizo Island 
and Rekata Bay. 

At Buka the parking area was bombed and 
several planes were damaged. At Gizo results 
were not observed. At Rekata Bay beach in- 
stallations were bombed and two seaplanes 
were shot down. One seaplane and a small 
launch were destroyed on the water. 


12 October, No. 147 

1. Certain initial phases of the Solomon 
Islands campaign, not announced previously 
for military reasons, can now be reported. 

2 Reconnaissance during last June and 
July revealed enemy activity of marked 
significance in the Japanese controlled Solo- 
mon Islands. An airfield was in process of 
construction on Guadalcanal Island and facili- 
ties of other nearby bases were being ex- 
panded rapidly, This expansion in the Solo- 
mons, together with increased activity in 
Eastern New Guinea, clearly indicated that 
the enemy was attempting to establish and 
maintain control of the air and sea in the 
Solomon Islands area. Establishment of such 
control would have -put the Japanese in a 
position to launch a sea-borne thrust at Port 
Darwin and Australia, and would have 
seriously threatened our supply lines to 
Australia and New Zealand as well as to our 
island bases in the New Hebrides, New Cale- 
donia and the Fiji Islands. 

%. It was necessary, therefore, that these de- 
signs of the enemy be blocked by our captur- 
ing and utilizing his key positions in the 
southeastern Solomons. This was accom- 
plished on 7 August, when United States 
forces surprised and captured Japanese posi- 
tions in the Guadalcanal-Tulagi area, as de- 
sribed in Navy Department Communiques 
7 and 115 and Admiral King’s statement on 
0 August. 

4. Vigorous opposition was offered to the 
consolidation of our positions. Throughout 7 
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August and 8 August, enemy planes carried 
ut raids on our shore positions, transports 
and fleet units. These raids did not prevent 
United States Marines from seizing most of 
the key positions in the Guadalcanal-Tulagi 
area by the afternoon of 8 August. Meanwhile, 
additional troops, supplies and equipment 
were being unloaded from transports and sup- 
ply ships, and it was imperative that these 
operations be successfully completed. To this 
end, screening groups of allied cruisers and 
destroyers were placed on both sides of Savo 
Island to guard the western entrances to the 
transport area. An additional screening force 
was stationed near the transports to provide 
close coverage within the harbor. 

5. At about 1:45 A. M. on the night of 8-9 
August, enemy aircraft dropped flares over 
our transports and supply ships. Simultane- 
ously, a force of enemy cruisers and destroy- 
ers skirted the south coast of Savo Island at 
high speed, headed in the direction of the 
transports and supply ships which were 
silhouetted in the illuminated area. The 
rapidly moving enemy sighted our covering 
unit located southeast of Savo and opened fire 
immediately with guns and torpedoes, serious- 
ly damaging and setting fire to the Australian 
cruiser, HMAS Canberra. It later became 
necessary to abandon the Canberra and she 
sank the following morning, as already an- 
nounced. Following a brief engagement with 
our southeastern screen the Japanese altered 
course to proceed through the passage north- 
east of Savo Island. Here the Japanese force 
encountered our northeast screen of cruisers 
and destroyers and a battle at close range re- 
sulted. The action was fought with guns and 
torpedoes, with targets illuminated by search- 
lights and starshells. The enemy fire was 
heavy and accurate and the United States 
cruisers Quincy and Vincennes were hit re- 
peatedly and sank during the night. A third 
cruiser, the USS Astoria, was badly damaged 
and burned throughout the night. She sank 
the following morning. 

6. It was not possible to determine the ex- 
tent of damage inflicted on.the Japanese ships 
by our screening forces. The enemy with- 
drew to the northwest without attempting an 
attack on our transports and supply ships. 
Although a majority of the personnel was 
saved, there still were many casualties as a 
result of the sinking of the four Allied 
cruisers. The next of kin of those lost and 
wounded have been notified. The loss of these 
four cruisers has now been offset by the ap- 
propriate reallocation of ships which is made 
possible by new ship construction. 


13 October, No. 148 

South Pacific: 1. On October 9: (a) During 
the morning, Marine Corps aircartf attacked a 
Japanese force of two light cruisers and four 
destroyers in the area north of New Georgia 
Island. A direct hit damaged one of the 
cruisers and when last seen she was down by 
the bow, The second cruiser was also attacked 
and minor damage was reported. Three of the 
enemy seaplanes which attempted to fight off 
our attack were shot down. 

(b) Navy and Marine Corps search planes 
bombed enemy anti-aircraft installations at 
Rekata Bay and strafed seaplanes on the 
water. The results of this attack are not 
known, 

2. On 11 October: (a) Four waves Japa- 
nese bombers with fighter escort totaling 
about 35 bombers and 30 fighters attempted 
to bomb our positions at Guadalcanal. Army, 
Navy and Marine Corps fighters intercepted 
and forced the bombers to drop their loads 
in an open field, Eight enemy bombers and 
four Zero fighters were shot down. Two 
United States fighter planes were lost. 

(b) United States Marines succeeded in ex- 
tending our positions to the westward on the 
north shore of Guadalcanal Island after two 
days of offensive operations. Army fighters 
assisted by strafing enemy troops and in- 
stallations and the enemy suffered many 
casualties. 

13 October, No. 149 

South Pacific—1, On various occasions dur- 
ing recent weeks the Japanese were success- 
ful in increasing the number of their troops 
on Guadalcanal Island by night landings from 
cruisers, destroyers and small transports. 
Navy and Marine Corps aircraft from Guadal- 
canal persistently attacked these landing 
parties but air attack alone did not stop the 
landings. For this reason a task group of 
United States cruisers and destroyers was 
ordered to intercept enemy ships attempting 
further landings. 

2. At about midnight on the night of 11-12 
Oct., this task group engaged a force of ene- 
my cruisers, destroyers and transports to the 
westward of Savo Island. After a 30 minute 
battle fonght with guns and torpedoes, the 
enemy was forced to abandon his landing 
attempt and withdraw. Several of our ships 
received minor to moderate damage, and one 
United States destroyer was sunk. During 
the engagement our forces sank one heavy 
cruiser (NATI or ATAGO class), four de- 
stroyers and an enemy transport of about 
5,000 tons 

3. During the morning of 12 Oct., Navy and 
Marine Corps torpedo planes and dive bomb- 
ers left Guadalcanal to locate and aitack the 
retreating enemy ships. At about 10 o’elock, 





two enemy cruisers were overtaken south of 
New Georgia Island. A torpedo hit was ob- 
tained on one cruiser, and several bombs ex- 
ploded nearby. The cruiser was left dead in 
the water and burning. 

4. During the afternoon of 42 October, an 
air group from Guadalcanal attacked an 
enemy cruiser and a destroyer, also in the area 
south of New Georgia Island. A direct bomb 
hit severely damaged and stopped the cruiser. 
When last seen her crew were abandoning 
ship. It is believed that this cruiser had been 
damaged during the previous engagements. 
A direct hit and several near misses set fire 
to the destroyer, accompanying the cruiser, 
and she was left in a sinking condition. 

5. Reports received to date indicate that a 
result of the night action of 11-12 October and 
the air attacks on 12 October, the enemy 
suffered the following minimum of damage: 

(a) One heavy cruiser sunk, 

(b) One cruiser badly damaged and out of 
action, 

(c) Four destroyers sunk, 

(d) One medium-sized transport sunk, 

(e) One destroyer probably sunk, 

6. The destroyer mentioned in paragraph 2 
was the only United States ship lost in these 
actions. 

13 October, No. 150 

North Pacific: 1, On the 8, 9 and 10 of 
October, Army heavy bombers, escorted by 
fighters, continued to bomb enemy installa- 
tions and ships in the harbor of Kiska, Both 
demolition and incendiary bombs were used. 
Targets for these bombings were chiefly the 
camp and hangar area and enemy ships in the 
harbor. Fires were observed ashore and dam- 
age was reported on the ships in the harbor, 

2. In these attacks only moderate anti-air- 
craft opposition was experienced and no hos- 
tile planes were observed in the air. Although 
receiving minor damage all of our planes re- 
turned, 

%. The various types of Army aircraft em- 
ployed in these raids were: 

Consolidated “Liberator” bombers, 

Boeing “Flying Fortress” bombers.

Far East: 1, United States submarines have 
reported the following results of operations 
against the enemy in Far Eastern waters:

(e) 1 large tanker damaged.

These actions have not been announced in 
any previous Navy Department Communique.

South Pacific: 1, On the night of 13-14 Octo- 
ber, Japanese surface vessels bombarded our 
airfield and shore installations on Guadal- 
canal, 

2. Information has just been received that 
during the early morning of 15 October, 
troops from enemy transports covered by 
naval units were landing on the north coast 
of Guadalcanal to the westward of our posi 
tions. 

15 October, No, 158 

South Pacific: 1. Dispatches from our 
forces in the South Pacific reveal the follow- 
ing chronological developments leading up 
to the current battle in the Guadalcanal area. 

2. On 12 October: 

(a) During the morning, Army Flying Fort- 
resses bombed the airfield and shore estab- 
lishments on the island of Buka. Fires were 
started and 10 wrecked or damaged bombers 
and fighters were observed on the ground, 

(b) Army bombers hit and set fire to one 
cargo ship at Buin and damaged another, Six 
enemy fighters were shot down. 

(c) Navy and Marine Corps aircraft at- 
tacked enemy ships south of New Georgia 
Island (repotred in the Navy Department 
Communique No, 149). 

3. On 13 October: 

(a) During the afternoon the airfield at 
Guadalcanal was twice bombed by enemy air 
craft. Three enemy planes were shot down 
and one United States fighter was lost. 

(b) By nightfall United States auxiliaries 
hand landed reinforcements for our troops 
at Guadalcanal. Although these ships were 
attacked by enemy bombers, no damage was 
suffered and our ships unloaded and with- 
drew. 

(c) During the night of 13-14 October, the 
airfield and shore installations at Guadal- 
canal were heavily bombarded by an enemy 
surface force believed to have contained bat- 
tleships, cruisers and destroyers (reported in 
Navy Department Communique No. 152). 
Shore batteries scored three hits on enemy 
destroyers during the bombardment, 

4. On 14 October: 

(a) During the afternoon Guadalcanal air 
field was attacked by two separate groups of 
enemy bombers, each with fighter escort, Our 
fighters were unable to intercept the first 
flight, which contained about 25 bombers. 
During the second attack they shot down 
nine of the fifteen bombers in the group and 
destroyed four fighters. One United States 





fighter was lost. 

5. On 15 October: 

(a) During the early morning (reported in 
Navy Department Communique No. 152) 
enemy transports, covered by destroyers, 
cruisers and a battleship, were sighted off 
Savo Island. This force proceeded to land 
troops on the north coast of Guadalcanal) Is- 
land to the westward of our airfield. An air- 
craft striking group attacked the enemy 
ships and reports indicate that three direct 
hits were made on one transport and that 
two other transports were left burning. The 
Japanese battleship was damaged and one 
enemy fighter was shot down, 

6. Other enemy forces including heavy unite 
have been sighted in the vicinity of Guadal- 
canal. 

7. United States Army troops are partici. 
pating in the defense of Guadalcanal.

Northwestern Sector—Reconnalissance ac- 
tivity only. 
Northeastern Sector—Owen Stanley Area: 


This incredibly difficult range of mountains 
presents almost insuperable complications in 
maintenance of supply lines for troop units 
of any size. The enemy, as we expected, has 
discovered his supply problems, aggravated 
by our constant air attacks, were impossible 
of immediate solution. His dislodgement at 
his farthest point of advance and pursuit of 
his exhausted forces have been accomplished 
with practically no loss to our troops up to 
the present time, The same difficulties of ter- 
rain are now progressively slowing down the 
advance of our ground troops.

Navy Urges Early Mail 


Relatives and friends of Navy, Ma- 
rine Corps, and Coast Guard personnel 
serving abroad are again advised that 
they should mail Christmas parcels im- 
mediately in order to be sure of their ar- 
rival in time for Christmas, 

Designation of the month of October 
as the period for mailing gifts abroad 
was based on the expectation that pack- 
ages would be mailed during the whole 
period. Only a portion of the cargo 
space in each outgoing ship can be de- 
voted to Christmas packages. Mailings 
of parcels addressed to Naval personnel 
during the first 12 days of October have 
reached no appreciable volume, forecast- 
ing a last-minute rush toward the end 
of the month. 

Families are reminded that delay in 
mailing until the last few days of the 
month will cause a congestion of out- 
going packages that may prevent all such 
parcels from arriving at their destina- 
tion by Christmas. 

In particular, packages destined for 
personnel farthest from the Continental 
United States should be mailed in the 
next few days to assure arrival by 
Christmas.

Air Training at Academies 


Legislation to authorize the Navy to ip 
clude aviation training as a part of the 
course of instruction at the Naval Acad 
emy was introduced in Congress this 
week by Representative Fish, of N. Y. 

Mr. Fish told the House that he had 
“been informed on the highest authority 
at West Point that the aviation training 
of the cadets at the new Stewart Airfield 
near Newburgh, N. Y., has surpassed all 
expectations and has turned out to be the 
most important development at the 
United States Military Academy in its 
history. 

“Everyone now realizes that aviation is 
today the equal, if not superior to, any 
war weapon,” he continued. 

“A thorough training and knowledge of 
aviation, its use, power, and coordination 
with ground forces is absolutely necessary 
and essential for the future officers of our 
armed forces to qualify them to conduet 
war successfully under modern methods 

“No time should be lost in putting into 
effect the same basic and advanced flying 
training for the midshipmen at Annapolis 
as is being done by the cadets at West 
Point.”

Reports on U. S. Planes in Europe 

Capt. E. V. Rickenbacker, ace World 
War pilot, has just returned to the United 
States from an inspection of Air Force 
activities in Great Britain, and has re- 
ported to the Secretary of War the close 
cooperation between the British and 
Americans in around-the-clock bombing 
of German positions. 

He said the trend of the war on the 
Western Front appeared to be going in 
our favor, and revealed that the German 
Air Force does not exceed 4700 operation 
al combat planes of every type. 

The Secretary of War at his press con 
ference this week released the following 
important excerpt from Captain Ricken- 
backer’s report: 

“In England I had full opportunity to visit 
the various Bombardment and Fighter units 
of the American Air Forces, as well as to 
confer with the members of the high com- 
mand of both British and American Air 
Forces. 

“My consensus is that American conceptions 
of Army aircraft and their tactical employ- 
ment are proving sound in combat and that 
the British look upon the practical applica- 
tion of our air war theories with increasing 
approval. 

“The trend of the war on the western front 
is clearly one of air war and it is my opinion 
that the European Theater will remain an 
air theater until we have secured superiority 
over the German Air Force and paralyzed the 
production capacity of the German aircraft 
industry. 

Day-and-Night Bombing 

“We have heard a lot of talk in America, 
and a great deal of misinterpretation of day 
bombing and night bombing. Strictly speak- 
ing, it is not a matter of day bombing or 
night bombing, but day-and-night bombing, 
with day bombing mainly being devoted to 
specific objectives, and night bombing aimed 
mainly on larger areas such as enemy indus- 
trial centers. Both types of bombing are im- 
portant and necessary. 

“While heavy English bombers can operate 
in the daytime, they are night bombers main 
ly. American heavy bombers, on the other 
hand, can operate in the night-time as well 
as in daylight. They have proven, repeated- 
ly, in actual combat that their speeds, alti 
tude and terrific defensive fire power make 
them dangerous game for enemy fighters. 

“Since American bombers can operate in 
both daylight and dark, with equal disregard 
for enemy fighters, and since they can engage 
in both precision and area bombing, it seems 
to me that there can be no question whatever 
that the AAF bombardment theory is well 
sustained in the crucible of practice. 

Fighter Planes 

“As for Fighter planes, the fog of confu- 
sion that existed regarding the respective 
qualities of American and British Fighters, 
is rapidly being dissipated. The fact that 
American fighter pilots in England flew the 
British Spitfire was widely misinterpreted in 





this country as meaning that our own fighter 
planes were inferior to the Spitfire. That is 
not at all the case. To begin with, our pilots 
flew Spitfires in England because Spitfires 
were available, thus saving the trouble of 
sending American made Fighter planes to 
England, Secondly, by using Spitfires in 

England, we were able to send our Fighter 
planes to other fronts, 

“Without any quibbling whatever I can say 
that the British have strong admiration for 
both our Fighter and Bomber types and that 
they look to the time when the newest types 
of these planes will be available to English 
pilots. By this, I do not mean to say 
that our planes are perfect, No plane ever at- 
tains ultimate perfection, Warfare, among 
other things, is a constant battle for su- 
periority in which both sides have only mo- 
mentary advantages so long as they remain 
alert and ready to make changes, I have full 
confidence that the tactical and technical or- 
ficers in our Air Forces, as well as manufac- 
turers and aircraft designers, realize that 
quality is a quantity in itself, and that quality 
is the fruit of constant improvement, through 
constant experimentation. 

“To this end, I strongly recommend that 
the production head and the engineering 
head of all American Army combat type 
plane manufacturers visit the proper English 
and American commands in England at least 
twice a year. This is because changes are so 
rapid in combat types on both sides, that in- 
formation received in cold print takes too 
long and loses its importance when it has to 
be sent from 3,000 to 6,000 miles for interpre- 
tation. With such liaison, valuable time 
would be gained and improvements in de- 
velopment would be materially speeded up. 

Command Leadership 

“The U. 8. Air Forces in England are in 
exceptionally good shape with respect to high 
command leadership, even down to the group, 
squadron and flight leaders, U. 8. Army avia 
tion has a great asset in the fact that vir- 
tually all of the senior officers in the various 
commands and their staffs had extensive ex 
perience in World War I and have kept 
abreast with the times. The effort that is 
being made here at home toward the careful 
selection of flight, squadron and group lead- 
ers is paying dividends in England, It is 
proper that leaders should be developed to 
the highest point of efficiency before arriv- 
ing on any front. Never before has leader- 
ship played such an important part in aerial 
warfare. 

“In the course of my stay in England, I 
visited virtually every Fighter and Bomber 
station of the AAF. I talked with the mem- 
bers of the air crew and ground crew and 
found throughout the entire structure the 
high type of morale that can exist only where 
men are satisfied with their work, contented 
with their treatment and have pride in their 
equipment. Their general health condition 
is excellent, the food beyond criticism and 
the men are well aprovided for with respect 
to clothing. 

“The understanding between the English 
and American personne! is exceptionally good 
from the top down. The English have gone 
out of their way to welcome the American 
air contingents and render them every as- 
sistance. This applies to the military as well 
as to the civilian population, 

“The picture I obtained with respect to the 
progress of the war on the Western Front is 
that the trend is entirely in our favor. Ags 
far as I could ascertain, the total German Air 
Force does not exceed 4,700 operational com- 
bat planes of every type, a very small per- 
centage of these being bombers. It would 
be a mistake, however, to draw the conclu- 
sion that German air power is on the de- 
crease. While we may hope that British and 
American bombers have crippled German air- 
craft production and maintenance in Germany 
and France, the case may well be that the 
Germans are working feverishly on new de- 
sign planes to offset the aerial superiority 
which, at the present writing, is definitely 
on the Allies’ side. 

Will Suffer Losses 

“We are bound to suffer losses, maybe even 
great losses, before the conquest of Germany 
is completed. There is no question that we 
will win this war. The only question is how 
soon, That question can only be answered 
by figures of production because the first 
line of offense is the production line, 

“In that connection, I may point out that 
our problems with respect to airplane types 
are behind us. Our bombers have proven 
their worth with respect to types and tactics. 
All that remaing now is to continue our ex 
periments to improve types now in service 
and the new heavy high altitude bombers 
that already have left the blueprint stage. 
The same holds true with respect to fighter 
planes now in service in England. These in 
clude the P-38, the P-51 and the P-39. As for 
light and medium bombers, the A-20, B-25 
and B-26 have also won deserved praise for 
their highly efficient basic characteristics, 

“I may add here that the new Spitfire-9 is 
a great improvement over the previous type 
of this fighter which saved the day in the 
battle of Britain. 

“While I do not feel at liberty to discuss 
the progress and production of British planes 
I can say that the British are continuing 





along their established line of long range 
night bombers, I see in this a very happy 
union of British night aerial bombing and 
American daytime percision bombing which 
will complement each other into round-the- 
clock bombordment, in increasing tempo and 
extending range as more equipment and per- 
sonnel becomes available. In fact, day bomb- 
ers will be able to serve as pathfinders for 
night bombers by lighting fires on enemy 
targets in the daytime-fires which will serve 
as beacons for the bombers in the night. 
Picture Bright 

“As I said before, the picture, from our 
standpoint, is as bright as the grim por- 
trait of war can be, But let us not be com- 
placent about it. The cancer of compla- 
cency is deadly. We must keep our aircraft 
plants going at full capacity and send a 
steady stream of bombers, fighters, air 
crews and ground crews, and all that goes 
with it, flowing on to England, so that in 
time there will be a constant cloud of Al- 
lied combat craft over the skies of Germany. 

“In connection with production, the warm- 
est ray of hope that has come to England 
for a long time has been the fine perform- 
ance of American planes and pilots across 
the channel, plus the cheering news of in- 
creasing production ratios in the United 
States. The report of President Roosevelt's 
industrial inspection tour proved a tremen- 
dous stimulant, coupled with the favorable 
articles on labor and production sent. to 
English newspapers by their correspondents 
in America, 

“In England, I found a country that has 
mobilized all its resources for victory. All 
the man-power, all the woman-power is em- 
ployed in the war effort. I noticed with gsat- 
isfaction on my return that we here at home 
have finally swung around to the idea that 
we must have in the Army boys of the age 
of 18 and over, This is an important for- 
ward step because we cannot be too pre- 
pared for victory. By conditioning our youth 
for military service, we are increasing our 
striking power when the time for striking 
comes by the ground forces, Meanwhile, 
what we need now is more and more of what 
we have in the form of aircraft, flight crews 
and ground crews for the battle in the air.” 


60,000 Planes This Year 

America’s aircraft production is ap- 
proaching a total of 5,000 planes a month, 
according to an estimate furnished by 
the Aeronautical Chamber of Commerce 
of America, The value of these planes, 
engines and propellers turned out in 1942 
will approximate $4,000,000,000, Thus 
President Roosevelt's goal of 60,000 
planes this year is being approached. 

“Aireraft manufacturers,” says the 
aeronautical organization, “are perfect- 
ing new and improved types of fighters, 
heavy bombers, medium bombers, patrol 
bombers, dive bombers, torpedo planes 
and scout observation planes, which can 
fly higher, travel faster and spray more 
lead and destruction than the models 
presently in service. There are more than 
a score of new types of warplanes now 
undergoing tests and check-ups.” 

Lt. Gen. H. H. Arnold, Commanding 
Officer of the AAF, in discussing plane 
production several weeks ago, stated that 
practically every airplane turned out is 
a new model, because the inventive genii 
who test each plane make many altera- 
tions in it before it reaches the hands of 
pilots. 


Coast Guard Head Testifies 

Vice Admiral Russell R. Waesche, Com- 
mandant of the Coast Guard, in testi- 
mony before a Senate appropriations com- 
mittee asked that Headquarters be per- 
mitted to have 150 enlisted men on duty 
instead of the 55 limit set by the Tlouse, 
He told committee members also that of 
the Coast Guard enlisted strength, 50 per 
cent are on shore duty and 50 per cent 
at sea. Many of those on shore, he said, 
were receiving training preparatory to 
sea duty. 


Army Medals Awards 

Acting at the request of the War De- 
partment, Senator Reynolds, of N. C., has 
introduced legislation, 8S. 2852, which au- 
thorizes the President to confer such 
decorations and medals as may be au 
thorized in the military service of the 
United States upon units of, or upon any 
person serving in any capacity with, the 
military forces of our allies, 

Similar legislation existed

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Navy Captain Promoted 
The President has nominated Capt. 
Oliver M. Read, USN, for temporary pro- 
motion to rear admiral. 
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Everyone in Washington knows that 
although there is in conference between 
the Senate and House the most gigantic 
tax bill in history, there will not be de- 
rived from it and existing tax laws the 
revenue needed to meet government war 
expenditures and, in conjunction with 
other measures, to arrest inflation. Hence 
the notice that has been served that an- 
other tax bill must be passed next year. 


It is estimated that the new bill will 
add $8 billions to our taxes, or, to put 
it another way, only a little more than 
one-third of the increased national in- 
come the country will enjoy this year 
over last. Relatively protected from the 
tax gathered are the farmer and the wage 
earner, who, however, must pay the Vic- 
tory tax, while the chief carriers of the 
burden will be the corporations and the 
Middle Income groups. As the vast part 
of the increase of the National Income 
will be received by those in the low 
brackets, it is clear the measure will have 
comparatively little effect upon inflation. 
Business is pointing out that as a result 
of the levies imposed upon it, there will 
be no possibility of it establishing re- 
serves against the time when peace ac- 
tivities will require transformation from 
those of war. It is awareness of these 
facts that is responsible for the growing 
favor of the sales tax, which would re- 
duce buying power, for the President’s 
proposal to increase security taxes, and 
for the enactment of a withholding tax, 
which, unlike the Victory tax, would not 
authorize rebates. 

A strong objection to the bill is the 
effect it will have upon Service pay. That 
pay was increased in the interest of en- 
listed men and the lower commissioned 
grades, but no increase was authorized 
for the higher commissioned grades. As 
a result the former will suffer a substan- 
tial cut, and the latter will be heavily 
penalized. It is hoped in Conference some 
concessions may be granted, but this is 
not to be counted upon. It follows that 
the standard of living of many Service 
families will be reduced. ° 

The National Economy also will be af- 
fected by the Man Power legislation for 
which the President and Chairman Mc- 
Nutt of the Man Power Commission, are 
pressing. In his broadcast last Monday, 
the President, after lauding the magnifi- 
cent spirit of the American people as 
found by him on his recent nation-wide 
tour, stated that the man power problem 
is not that we do not have enough people 
to do the job, but to have the right num- 
bers of the right people in the right places 
at the right time. The policy he laid down 
for expression in legislation contemplates 
the selection and training of men of the 
highest fighting efficiency for service in 
the Army and Navy, and the manning of 
our war industries and farms to produce 
the munitions and food required by our- 
selves and our Allies. Enforcement of 
this policy will call for youth in the Army 
and Navy, and for the use and distribu- 
tion of Labor, men and women and grown 
boys and girls. As an indication of what 
is in the official mind, gold mines were 
ordered to cease operations at the earliest 
possible moment so that miners could 
be transferred to mines essential for war 
industries. Among the numerous ration- 
ing steps taken, are government purchase 
of all over five tires per automobile, ra- 
tioning of used tires and recaps, control 
of mileage through the rationing of gaso- 
line, compulsory periodic inspection of 
tires, and capacity use of cars through 
car sharing. Southern cotton growers are 
up in arms because of the action of the 
War Production Board in displacing cot- 
ton in favor of rayon for its largest single 
use, that is as cord in tires. Southern 
Senators and representatives are propos- 
ing legislation to safeguard the industry 
upon which the economy of their States 
depends.

attack penetrated a barrage of intense anti- 
aircraft fire and was delivered from low alti- 
tude. A preliminary incendiary sweep by Al- 
lied medium units lit up the target area, 
starting many fires and exploding fuel dumps, 
whose flames, visible for many miles, led 
our main attacking force to the target areas. 
Sixty tons of explosives and incendiaries were 
dropped, scoring direct hits on jetties, ma- 
chine shops, supply dumps, barracks, anti- 
aircraft and searchlight positions. Fierce fires 
were started and remained visible for eighty 
miles. All our planes returned. 

St. George’s Channel—An Allied reconnais- 
sance unit was intercepted by three Zero 
fighters, two of which were shot down into 
the sea and the third driven off. 

New Guinea: Lae—A formation of Allied 
medium bombers and fighters attacked air- 
drome dispersal areas and installations in a 
coordinated effort. Sixteen tons of bombs 
were dropped in the target area. Supply 
dumps on the waterfront were hit and de- 
stroyed, the smoke and debris from explo- 
sions rising hundreds of feet. Huts, buildings 
and anti-aircraft positions were raked with 
cannon and machine-gun fire, Heavy ground 
fire was encountered, but there was no at- 
tempt at interception. All our planes returned. 

Owen Stanley Area—Our forward elements 
have established contact with the enemy's 
patrols in the Myola-Templeton’s crossing 
area, 

11 Oct, 

Northwestern Sector—Deli: Allied medium 
bombers attacked that part of town occupied 
by the enemy. All bombs fell in the buildings 
area, starting fires. 

Northeastern Sector—Rabaul: For the sec- 
ond night in succession Allied heavy bombers 
carried out a mass attack on this enemy sup- 
ply base. A preliminary incendiary raid was 
again executed by a strong formation of medi- 
um bombers during which demolition and 
incendiary bombs were scattered over the 
town and ships, starting many large and 
small fires and effectively lighting up the tar- 
get areas, A total of forty tons of high ex- 
plosives and incendiaries was dropped by 
our heavy bombers. Visibility was obscured 
by a pall of smoke hanging over the town, 
but fires and explosions were observed along 
the waterfront and among wharves, build- 
ings and workshops, A ship in the harbor was 
apparently hit and left smoking, and an air- 
drome was also bombed. Numerous fires were 
visible to our aircraft for ninety miles on the 
homeward journey. All our planes returned 
to base safely. 

Owen Stanley Area: No further contact 
with the enemy is reported, Continual wet 
weather is being encountered, 

Kokoda: Two formations of Allied medium 
and attack units bombed and strafed targets 
of opportunity along the trail in enemy areas, 
Direct hits were scored and fires were started. 
There was no opposition and all our planes 
returned safely. 

12 Oct. 

Northwestern Sector—Reconnaissance 
tivity only. 

Northeastern Sector—Buna-Kokoda: Allied 
attack planes escorted by fighters, carried 
out a sweep from Kokoda down to the coast. 
Supplies and enemy installations along the 
track were bombed and strafed starting fires. 
Barges on the beach were machine-gunned. 

Solomons Sea; Allied medium bombers at- 
tacked a 10,000-ton enemy seaplane tender, 
escorted by a destroyer, south of New Ire- 
land. Two bomb hits were scored on the 
tender, which was carrying aircraft. Twelve 
Zeros were discernible on the upper deck. 
The vessel was heavily damaged. and when 
last seen was motionless.

BRIG. GEN. BISSELL’S HQ., NEW DELHI 
9 Oct. 

On 2 Oct. American Army airplanes bombed 
and completely destroyed a railway bridge 
south of Mogaung. The attack was carried 
out from a low altitude. In addition to the 
destruction of this bridge a number of rail- 
road cars and 600 feet of track were damaged. 

Continuing the offensive on 3 Oct., bombing 
attacks were made on Japanese barracks 
southeast of Loiwing, in Yunnan Province, 
and on a large suspension bridge ten mile 
south of Tingka. e 

On 4 Oct. the Loiwing landing field was 
again bombed. Seven direct hits were made 
on the runway. Another bombing attack, di- 
rected on a suspension bridge south of Ting- 
ka, failed to destroy the objective. Two small 
river craft and a large steamer north of Ka- 
tha were attacked by machine-gun fire. The 
steamer was forced ashore. 

One transport plane of the Indo-China 
Ferry Command with its crew, pilot and co- 
pilot is missing. Indications are that its loss 
is due to extremely bad weather and not ene- 
my action.

Release of this list brings to 15,423 the 
total number of Navy, Marine Corps, and 
Coast Guard personnel announced since 7 
Dec. Of this number, 4,260 are dead, 1,- 
452 wounded, and 9,711 missing. 


Young Desk Officers in 
Washington 


rom Congress this week came pro- 
tests against the large number of com- 
missioned officers under 28 years of age 
now performing desk duties in Washing- 
ton, whose number according to Repre- 
sentative Ross Collins, of Miss., is 2297 
for the Navy, and 1493 for the Army. 

During discussions on H. R. 3152, a bill 
which would permit Marine Corps officers 
to serve more than one four-year tour of 
service in Washington during the war, 
Representative Michener, of Mich., inter- 
posed that 5,000 uniformed officers are 
serving in Washington, “many of whom,” 
he said, “are of draft age, even below the 
age of 35.” He said, “Many of the jobs 
which they are occupying might be per- 
formed by persons who are unfit for com- 
bat service.” 

Here, Chairman Vinson of the House 
Naval Affairs Committee informed the 
House that it was his intent in sponsor- 
ing legislation creating the WAVES to 
have these women replace men at desk 
jobs. He said that his committee had 
notified the Bureau of Naval Personnel 
“that we would not permit anyone into 
the WAVES except with the idea that she 
would replace some man; that if any 
were brought in and not used for re- 
placements we would ask that that bill 
be repealed.” 

Mr. Vinson said also that “in the rank 
and file of the officers of the Navy and 
Marine Corps everyone wants to be 
where the fighting is going on.” 





Lt. Gen. Drum Speaks 

In an address devoted essentially to 
explaining the bond of union between ‘the 
Army and the Church, Lt. Gen. Hugh A. 
Drum, commanding general of the East- 
ern Defense Command and First Army. 
said in a speech delivered Sunday, 11 
Oct. : 

“Bver since that winter at Valley 
Forge when General Washington and his 
officers found strength in prayer, the 
Army and the Church have been help- 
mates in resisting forces that would de- 
stroy our national system and way of 
life.” 

General Drum, who spoke at the Mass- 
ing of the Colors at St. Thomas Church 
in New York City paid tribute to the de- 
termination and sacrifice of the people, 
of whom he said: “Knowledge and appre- 
ciation of the Army and Navy we have 
built, the type and kind of men in the 
ranks, and the marvels accomplished in 
production should make us realize the 
true and lasting spirit of our people in 
this crisis. They have not been fooled by 
this enemy propaganda and the loose 
talk of some leaders. No, the people are 
not complacent,” he emphasized, “but 


some of our leaders were and stil] are.” 


Officers’ Rental Allowances 


The President under authority of the 
Pay Readjustment Act this week issued 
the following executive order prescribing 
regulations governing the payment of 
rental allowances to officers: 


By virtue of and pursuant to the authority 
vested in me by section 6 of the Pay Read- 
justment Act of 1942, approved 16 June 1942, 
I hereby prescribe the following regulations 
governing the payment of rental allowances 
to officers of the Army, Navy, Marine Corps, 
Coast and Geodetic Survey, and Public Health 
Service, including adjunct forces thereof. 


I, Definitions. As used in these regulations 
or in regulations prescribed pursuant hereto: 

(a) The terms “on active duty” and “en- 
titled to active-duty pay,” shall apply to an 
officer while on the active list or while re- 
quired to perform duty in accordance with 
law for which he is entitled to active-duty 
pay: Provided, that such terms shall not ap- 
ply to any officer while absent from duty un- 
der conditions which, under the laws govern- 
ing the particular service concerned, would 
prevent him from receiving full pay. 

(b) The term “field duty” shall mean ser- 
vice, under orders, with troops operating 
against an enemy, actual or potential. 

(c) The term “sea duty” shall mean service 
at sea by an officer on a vessel under orders 
(1) requiring the officer to report for duty 
on board a designated vessel or (2) assigning 
him to duty in command of vessels or as a 
member of the staff of an officer in command 
of vessels: Provided, that the officer con- 
cerned is not during the same period re- 
quired to render service on shore of a char- 
acter determined by the department con- 
cerned to be paramount to the duty which 
he is required to render at sea. 

(d) The term “permanent station” shall 
mean the place on shore where an officer is as. 
signed to duty, or the home yard or the 
home port of a vessel on board which an 
officer is required to perform duty, under 
orders in each case which do not in terms 
provide for the termination thereof; and any 
station on shore or any receiving ship where 
an officer in fact occuples with dependents 
public quarters assigned to him without 
charge shall also be deemed during such 
occupancy to be his permanent station, 

(e) The terms “competent superior author- 
ity” and “competent authority” shall mean 
the officer required by regulations of the de- 
partment concerned to assign public quarters. 


(f) The term “dependent” shall include at 












all times and in all places a lawful wife and 
unmarried children under twenty-one years 
of age. It shall also include the father or 
mother of the person concerned provided he 
or she is in fact dependent upon such person 
for his or her chief support: Provided, that 
the term “children” shall be held to include 
stepchildren and adopted children when such 
stepchildren or adopted children are in fact 
dependent upon the person claiming depend- 
ency allowance. 

II, Assignment of quarters.—(a) The as- 
signment of quarters to an officer shall consist 
of the designation in accordance with regu- 
lations of the department concerned of quar- 
ters controlled by the Government for oc- 
cupancy without charge by the officer and his 
dependents, if any. 

(b) No officer who, when adequate quarters 
are not available for assignment to him at 
his permanent station, is permitted or re- 
quired personally to occupy inadequate 
quarters at such station shall so occupy 
more than one room and a bath. 

(c) Any unassigned quarters at a post, 
yard, or station may, with the permission 
of competent superior authority and so long 
as not needed for assignment to officers on 
permanent duty thereat, be occupied by offi- 
cers not permanently stationed thereat, but 
no officer unaccompanied by dependents shall 
be permitted to occupy as quarters at a post, 
yard, or station other than his permanent 
station more than one room and a bath, 

III. Payments.—(a) Payment of the money 
allowance for rental of quarters to the officers 
entitled thereto shall be made periodically by 
appropriate disbursing officers upon submis- 
sion of the evidence necessary to substantiate 
the payee’s right to such allowance. 

(b) No officer shall be paid a rental allow. 
ance for any period during which he is as- 
signed quarters at his permanent station 
which have been determined to be adequate 
in accordance with regulations prescribed by 
the head of the department concerned, 

IV. The head of any department concerned 
is authorized to prescribe such supplementary 
regulations not inconsistent herewith as he 
may deem necessary or desirable for carrying 
out these regulations, 

This order shall supersede Executive Order 
No. 4063 of 13 August 1024, and shall be ef- 
fective as of 1 June 1942.

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Navy Air Admirals 
(Continued from lirst Page) 
are asking agiin that during the emer- 
gency that we have no restrictions on 
ight pay.” 

“Why should an admiral who flies be 
paid one and one-half ties hig base pay?” 
asked Senator Overtom, “He is a ‘Sailor in 
the armed service. He is there dedicating 
his life to his country. and why should he 
be paid one and one-half times the amount 
paid an admiral who is on board some 
vexxel, perhaps subjected to as much dan- 
ger. or more?” 

Rear Adm. John 8. McCain, Chief of 
the Bureau of Aeronautics, explained 
that Junior officers receive the flying pay, 
and “if yon take the increase away from 
un admiral, a commander will be getting 
more puy than he does, That is, the ad- 
miral will diaw legs pay than captains 
aud commanders serving under him.” 

Senator Ilauyden, of Ariz., suggested 
that there were no limits on the number 
of flying generals, but Senator Overton 
declured, "We could turn it around the 
other way and do away with it in the 
Army and we could do away with it in 
the Navy.” 

“I think it would be a very bad thing 
to do in the middle of a war, Senator,” 
stated Admiral Allen. 

“I have great confidence in your 
judgment, I will say that, Admiral Al- 
len,” declared Senator Overton. 

During hearings before the House Ap- 
propriations Committee early in the 
month, it was stated by the Navy that 
there are now 18 flying admirals, with 
approved billets for 13 more, a total of 
81, and that with reorganization of the 
Navy air force many more billets were 
foreseen, at least 309 by the end of the 
present fiscal year.

directors, the rank and pay of captain. 
One director of dieticians and one direc- 
tor of physical therapy aides would have 
relative rank nnd pay of major. 

In the third pay period also would be 
chief dictician aud chief physical therapy 
aides, Ln the second pay period would be 
chief wurses, head dieticians and head 
physical the;apy aides. Nurses, head 
nurses, dicticiuus and physical therapy 
aides would be in the first pay period. 

Longevity pay in all grades would be 
computed on the basis of a five per cent 
increase for each three years’ service up 
to BU yours, 

The «department's desire to include 
dieticluns and physiotherapists is due to 
the necessity of having these women on 
duty overseas Where a wilitary status 
would be desirable, They ure now civilian 
employees, 

Kepresentatives of occupational thera- 
pist and dental hygienist groups im- 
mediately asked the House committee to 
amend the bill to include corps for those 
professions, 

Army witnesses emphasized that their 
bill did not have the approval of the Bud- 
get Burean as yet. 

It wax pointed out that though nurses 
beginning pay is much lower than that of 
a second lieutenant, the complex increases 
in base pay for service and extra allow- 
unces for increased rank now provided, 
would result ii some cases in pay redue- 
tions, About seven members of the Army 
Nurse Corps would be so affected, it was 
stuted, but these would be so promoted 
that no pay loss would result. 

Why not a savings clause in the bill, 
Representative Urouks, of La., wanted to 
know, and Representative Thomason, of 
Texas, agreed, 

Col. Kk. J, Walsh. of the War Depart- 
ment, stuted that there would be no ob- 
jection to this. 

Most of the debate in the committee was 
over the proposal both in the Edmiston 
bill and the War Department substitute 

that the measure be in effect only for 
duration of the war and six months 
thereafter. 

When Mr. Brooks challenged this, 
Colonel Walsh pointed out that the 
WAACs were a temporary organization. 

The nurses are not, countered Mr. 
Brooks. 





“When this question of temporary or 
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permanent Jaw came up when the pay bill 
was being discussed,” he declared, “it was 
decided that a temporary bill would be 
bad for the morale of those who. have 
years of regular service, Do you think it 
would be fair to make a different distinc- 
tion in the case of the nurses?” 

Major Henry W. Longfellow, who ap- 
peared with Colonel Walsh, said the tem- 
porary feature would not hurt. the 
morale of the nurses. He said the duties 
of nurses in peacetime were not hazard- 
ous. 

“Are the duties of officers?” shot back 
Mr. Brooks. 

Colonel Walsh broke in: “If the com- 
mittee feels that we can now establish a 
permanent pay status for nurses, that 
could well be done.” 

Mr. Brooks observed that the nurses, 
under the bill, would be the only group 
in the Army whose pay is fixed by a tem- 
porary law. He suggested that the better 
plan would be to amend Section 13 of the 
pay act. 

Representative Sparkman, of Ala., 
asked why, if dieticians and physio- 
therapists were to be given military sta- 
tus, why not the WAACs. 

Major Longfellow stated that WAACs 
would not get very far up front. 

It was pointed out that the present 
Army nurse corps would double in size 
by the end of 1043, when a strength of 
31,000 was planned. 

The question of including members of 
the Navy Nurse Corps in the bill was not 
brought up in the hearings. 





Secretary’s War Statement 

Secretary of War Henry L. Stimson re- 
vealed to his press conference this week 
the presence of Army air ground troops 
on Guadalcanal, even as Navy com- 
muniques told of heavy fighting as the 
Japanese sought to retake the vital posi- 
tion with its important airfield. 

In a statement which reviewed cur- 
rent military operations, Secretary Stim- 
son reported that Army air and ground 
units in the Solomons were under com- 
mand of Maj. Gen. Millard F. Harmon, 
formerly chief of staff of the Army Air 
Forces. He reported for the first time 
also that Army air and ground troops 
are in the New Hebrides and Fiji Islands ; 
and his assertion that the Japanese have 
abandoned Attu and Agattu went beyond 
Navy Department statements which said 
this was a probability. 

The Secretary’s statement is 
duced here in its entirety: 

Text of Statement 

“Air and ground forces of the United States 
Army, together with the Navy and Allied 
troops, are participating in important mili- 
tary operations in many parts of the world. 
In New Guinea and adjacent waters and is- 
lands our Army flyers for several months have 
been taking a heavy toll of Japanese aircraft 
and shipping, and are rendering splendid 
support to the Australians in the advance 
over the Owen Stanley Range. 

“In the South Pacific we have substantial 
numbers of air and ground troops under the 
command of Major General Millard F. Har- 
mon, These troops are currently participat- 
ing in the operations in the Solomon Islands. 
General Harmon has his headquarters in New 
Zealand but spends most of his time at his 
advance base in New Caledonia, We now have 
Army air and ground troops in New Zealand, 
New Caledonia, the New Hebrides, and the 
Fiji Islands. Recently Army ground and air 
units have moved to Guadalcanak to rein- 
force the Marines who seized important posi- 
tions in the Solomons and are tenaciously 
holding them against vigorous Japanese 
counterattacks. 

“The Army and Navy forces in this area are 
fighting in the closest possible cooperation 
under the unified command of the Navy. An 
instance of the close comradeship that pre- 
vails is cited in a letter just received from a 
Marine Commander on Guadalcanal. He re- 
ports that members of an Army infantry unit 
in New Caledonia stripped themselves of 
cigarettes, candies, and other luxuries and 
delicacies which they dispatched to a Marine 
regiment holding advance positions on Guad- 
aleanal. In return the Marines sent back cap- 
tured Japanese souvenirs and trophies. 

Alaskan Situation 

“In the Aleutians, you will recall, Army 
forces in considerable numbers, under Naval 
command, moved forward and occupied sev- 
eral of the Andreanof Islands. This operation, 
executed under adverse weather conditions 
and other handicaps, was signally success- 
ful. Within a few days Army troops had con- 
structed an airfield from which fighter planes 
took off, and in ten or twelve days this field 
was being used hy medium and heavy bomh- 
ers as well as by fighters. This changed the 


repro- 








entire picture in the Aleutians and provided 
us with an advance base from which Japanese 
at Attu, Agattu, and Kiska could be success- 
fully attacked by our aireraft. One of the 
immediate results of this operation was the 
abandonment by the Japanese of the islands 
of Attu and Agattu. Now our planes, operat- 
ing at relatively short range, are attacking 
Japanese installations at Kiska on every day 
that the weather permits. This is making 
the continued occupation and reinforcement 
of that island by the enemy extremely 
hazardous. 

“As you know, our planes based on the 
British Isles are cooperating with the Royal 
Air Force in frequent and devastating raids 
on German-occupied territory on the con- 
tinent of Europe. In North Africa and over 
the Mediterranean United States Army air- 
men are flying wing to wing with the Royal 
Air Force and are knocking out Axis shipping 
and German installations in Libya and 
Egypt. 

“Along our own coast, In the Caribbean 
area, and along the coast of South America, 
Army airplanes are on constant submarine 
patrol, most of them under the direct com- 
mand of Naval sea frontier commanders, Sec- 
retary Knox, who has just returned from 
South America, advises that the Brazilian 
Army and Navy, Admiral Jonas Ingram of 
the United States Navy, and General Robert 
L. Walsh of the Army Air Forces are working 
in the closest possible cooperation for the de- 
fense of Brazil. 

“In China Genera] Stilwell and American 
Army Air Force units are aiding General 
Chiang Kai-Chek'’s army in the continnous 
harassment of the Japanese invaders. From 
their bases in India, American Army bomb- 
ers are condneting frequent raids on the Jap- 
anese in Burma. At the head of the Persian 
Gulf, American supply troops are expediting 
the movement of our equipment to the Rus- 
sian armies in the Caneasus. The Army has 
established a hig supply hase in Eritrea 
where tanks and motor vehicles are assem- 


, bled and sent forward to the British armies 


in North Africa. Through the heart of Cen- 
tral Africa we have a series of landing fields 
provided for American planes that are flown 
to India, China, Russia, and Egypt.”

Secretary Inspects Air Bases 

Secretary of War Henry L. Stimson, 
away from Washington last week on an 
inspection trip of southern Army Air 
Forces installations, told newsmen this 
week that he was elated with the train- 
ing pilots, navigators, bombardiers, gun- 
ners, and mechanics were receiving.
